Relief Committee Begins Work. 


When it was finally decided to appeal for 
outside aid a letter was sent to Gov. Rich of 
Michigan stating that help would be very ac- 
ceptable. The Governor had previously 
looked into the condition of the unemployed 
in the upper peninsula and gave the matter 
immediate attention. He sent the appeal to 
Gen. R. A. Alger of Detroit, and asked him to 
take measures that would assist in raising 
a relief fund. The Governor called a 
State meeting to be held in Detroit 
last Monday. This meeting was attended by 
prominent men from all parts of the lower 
peninsula, and Gen. Alger was chosen Chair- 
manof the comniittee. A delegattion was pres- 
ent from the upper peninsula, but when called 
upon they were unable to definitely state how 
much they wanted and how many were to be 
cared for. One thing they did know, and that 
was the people would have to be cared for all 
winter. It was then decided to send ar in- 
v ting committee to the upper peninsula 
to t all the poverty-stricken towns and 
learn exactly what aid was needed. Gen. Al- 
ger in the meantime went to Cleveland to 
raise money among the mine-owners and to 
learn what might be dorfe in the way of run- 
ning the mines at reduced wages. work 
of raising a large fund is now being pushed 
with energy in Detroit.

CRITICISMS — BANK OF ENGLAND. 


Many Journals Say Something Is Lacking 
in the Management of It. 

Loxbox, Dec. 2.— The Economist publishes 
an article drawn forth by the recent rumors 
concerning the Bank of England, whieh had 
their origin in the enforced retirement of 
Chief Cashier May. The paper says that al- 
though the methods of the bank are not per- 
feet much of the recent criticism of the man- 
agément was wide of the mark. Durmg the 
régimes of the last two-governors of the bank 
many improvements were effected, Errors 
of judgment occur in the management of the 
leading joint stock banks, It instances the 
case of the London agd Westminster Bank, 
which recently advanced a loan on shares 
owing their value entirely toa mere specula- 
tive rig.“ 

The Westminster Gazette, quoting the Econ- 
omist, adds that the teansdction of the London 


and Westminster Bank has been much dis- 


cussed by the Board of Directors of that insti- 
tution and may lead to a change in the man- 
agement. The paper further says: Cer- 
tainly within recent years something has been 
lacking in the mayagement of this great 
bank.”’ 

The Statist, recurring to the necessity of re- 
constituting the directorate of the Bank of 
England under a government administrator, 
asserts that the present candidates for the di- 
rectorate include men whom itis not desira- 
ble should appear in the board. Among the 
present directors, it Says, is one who quite re- 
cently was in difficulties. Others are known 
to be needy men. 


BIG PAPER WAREMOUSE DESTROYED. 


London Firemen Have a Desperate Con- 
flict with Furious Flames. 
London, Dec. 2.—A fire started at mid- 
night last night at Poulter's paper manufac- 
tory, Dowgate Dock.

Dublin give a disturbing outlook to the com- 

ing winter. It is by no means certain that 

the infernal machines sent from Orleans to 

Emperor William and Count von Caprivi were 

more than a hoax. If they were seriously in- 

tended to do mischief the-villain who dis- 
patched them was a bungler. He used com- 
mon gunpowder, and his machine was so bad- 


ly put together that possibly it would not have 


discharged itself under the most favorable 
circumstances... Emperor William does not 
think seriously of the matter, and the Paris 
press declare it wasa put-up job by the Ger- 
man police or spies or the work of some mad 
Englishman. 

Tho events at Marseilles and in Spain are of 
a different category as is shown by this week’s 
arrests; ahd yet it is not easy to see what the 
Anarchist group desire to accomplish. The 
mere pleasure of making war upon society 
and blowing society to pieces because it wears 
a black coat and possesses a ten dollar piece 
is so.utterly insane that only homicidal mani- 
acs can approve such a program. There is no 
money to be made in this work. It does not 
support the propaganda of a political party. 
There is less sanity in the movement than in 
the cause of the Nihilists, None but cranks 


would care to enroll themselves among the 


Anarchists; but cranks, alas, are an increas- 
ing number and so are the Anarchists. 
Though cowed in Germany, and many of them 
expelled from Switgerland, they have devel- 
oped among the Latin races of Spain and 
France. The arrests at Valladolid promise 
to bring about the uprooting of the society in 
Spain. 
The Reds in London. 

In London these gentlemen ha ve been seri- 
ously disturbed by ‘the changed attitude of 
Mr, Asquith. A fortnight ago the Home Sec- 
retary defiantly justified the letting off of 
what he described as superfluous steam in 
Trafalgar Square. For this conduct he has 
been severely heckled in the House of Com- 
mons and the newspapers. Last Saturday he 
deemed it advisable to refuse permission to 
another gathering of Anarchists called the 
Commonweal Society at that interesting 
battle-ground, because the society encour- 
aged the massecre of innocent persons. It is, 
a pity that this discovery was not made. 
sooner. 
course denounced him and some of the An- 
archist members uttered loud threats of vio- 
lence. It is not, however, deemied probable | 


that these gentry will do much harm in Lon- 


don. They are all well-known and could be 
easily arrested. The right of asylum is to 
them a matter of vital value. Any grave in- 
discretion on their part ‘would most likely lead 
to their being handed over to those continen- 
tal governments from whose vengeance the 


bulk of them have already fied. A 
astatement madein Parliament it seems not 


unlikely that the Comyrnonweal will be prose- 
cuted and suppressed like the notorious Frei- 
Reit. 

Outburst in Dublin. 


The outburst of violence in Dublin has a 
graver aspect than the frothy utterances of 
Anarchists in London. 

The shooting of Reed is deemed by the 
Castle authorities to confirm the news which 
had already reached the heads of the police 
that even under Mr. Morley’s rule a secret 
society has for some time past been flourish- 
ing in Dublin. In that city there is always a 
body of desperadoes willing and ready to com- 
mit acts of extreme violence under the guise 
of political zeal. Police attention has been 
directed for some time to a group suspected 
of the two dynamite outrages at the Castle, 
and Reed, the murdered man, and Sheridan, 
the prisoner, were virtually under surveillance 
as belonging to that particular group. 

It is not forgotten that Reed and his brother 
were witnesses in fa vor of the celebrated Invin- 
cibles, and endeavored to establish an alibi in 
favor of one prisoner who was hanged. Of 
Sheridan the police know much more than they 
will publish. In fact the case is likely once 
more to establish the truth of the saying that 
every Irish conspiracy has had its informer. 
There is no reason for supposing that the 
bands of men who have thus been a 
source of anxiety to the Dublin police for 
twelve.months past and upon whose actions 
public light has just been thrown are en- 
gaged in more serious work than the de- 
struction of property. It is such an easy 
thing to discharge a squib of dynamite and 
provoke an alarm, but. it is a different task 
to establish a band of assassins like the In- 
vincibles for the purpose of wiping out un- 
popular public men. 

It is not fair to regard these outrage mon- 
gers as allies of the Irish Parliamentary 
party, but the latter will with difficulty be 
acquitted of. responsibility for violence in 
other directions, should any arise during the 
dark days of the winter. Mr. Davitt,’ for in- 
stance, has this week declared that the farm- 
ers must be up and doing unless another large 
slice is taken off the Irish rents. With equal 
suggestiveness Mr. Dillon says that the very 
selfsame means by which the people won in 
the past may be required in future. Honest 
John” also proposes. that the young 
men should organize and go around among 
the tenant farmers, who have done little 
toward maintaining the evicted tenants and 
bring them to reason, adding significantly 
that if the organizations are properly worked 
few will refuse to subscribe. It is worthy of 
note that since this speech was uttered Mr. 
Gladstone has informed the Lord Mayor of 
Cork that he is in communication with Mr. 
Morley respecting the framing of an evicted 


tenants reinstatement bill on lines suggest- 


ed by the Mathews Commission. All this re- 
calls the Chapel bell and the effect of tlie 
Clerkenwell explosion on Mr. Gladstone’s 
impressionable mind.

TRIBUTES TO PROF. JOWETT. 


Distinguished Men Adopt Resolutions of 
Regret at His Death. 


Loxvos, Dec. 2.—An influential meeting 
was held at London University this afternoon 
to organize a fund for a memorial to Prof, 
Jowett, master of Balliol College, Oxford 
University; who died a short time ago. The 
Rt.-Hon. Arthur Wellesley Peel, Speaker of 
the House of Commons, presided. Among 
those present were Lord Salisbury, Lord 
Halsbury, Lord Coleridge, Sir John Lub- 
bock, and Profs.

It Will Begin in the Morning in the 
Transportation Annex. 


The great sale of second-hand Exposition 
furniture in the northwest corner of the 
Transportation Building will certainly begin 
tomorrow morning. The sale is private and 
will last until all the furniture and movables 
of every discription on the grounds are dis- 
posed of. 

The frequent postpoOnements have been in 
consequence of the committee of three, con- 
sisting of Commissioners Higinbotham, Law- 
rence, and Nathan, failing to meet and fix 
upon a schedule of prices. But they met yes- 
terday and did all that was necessary in that 
direction. They have simply ordered t 
everything be sold at from 66% to 75 per 
cent of its cost, according to its condition. 
The salesman for this gigantic sale is T. O. 
Barter, late of the Coilections Department, 
and he is to decide on the price of each 
article within the prescribed limits, subjeot to 
the approval of General Manager Graham. 

The stock already collected is immense, and 
it will be replenished as fast as salesare made, 
for months to come. Nine-tenths of it, at 
present, consists of chairs, but there are of 
these at least fifty varieties, some almost 
worthless and some very desirable. There 
are also, in smaller quantities, tables, desks, 
bureaus, wardrobes, bedsteads, spring and hair 
mattresses, pillows and sheets, costumes, lad- 
ders, decorations, push-carts, sprinklers, fire 
extinguishers, chemical engines, ambulances, 
and patrol wagons. The fact is that Mr, Bar- 
ter is ready to sell anything in Jackson Park 
that can be carted away, whether it is in the 
Transportation Building or not. 

He has made a few notable sales already. 
He sold 300 of the opera chaira in Music Hall 
to E. C. Pace of Ashley, III., and 175 more 
to J. H. Reed of Lancaster, Wis., for 75 vents 
each. He sold five teams of horses to the 
Kimbell & Cobb Stone company for 

1,600, and two single horses for $275. 

e sold all the float costumes that 
furnished the splendor and gayety of 
last summer, except the Indian costumes, to 
Dreifus & Cu. of Philadelphia, for $1,000.

GAME SEASON IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


Abundance of Wild Geese, Ducks, and 
Turkeys and a Few Deer. 

Buverrerp, W. Va., Deo. 2.—[Special. ]— 
The game season in West Virginia and the 
southwestern counties of Virginia will soon 
be at its height. It is early for stalking deer, 
but several have already been killed in Mer- 
cer and McDowell Counties. There has been 
a little snow during the last week, the weather 
is perfect, and hunters are becoming numer- 
ous. Small game is abundant and sport is 
first-class. 

The East River and Blue Ridge Mountains 
form the most attractive and accessible hunt- 
ing grounds in the country. Old hunters say 
that they never saw feathered ‘game more 
plentiful. This is accounted for in the fact 
that the extension of lumbering operations in 
the Kanawha region of this State and in the 
northern portion of Tennessee has driven 
many fowl and wild animals into the sparsely 
settled counties of Southeastern West Virginia 
and Southwestern Virginia. Settlers in these 
mountains have raised good crops the last 
season, and this also accounts in part for the 
increase in game, 

Wildieese, ducks, and turkeys afford excel- 
lent sport now, and even bears and deer have 
been found in sufficient numbers to arouse 
the greatest enthusiasm t mong local nimrods. 
There was great sport in McDowell Count 
last week, one hunting party getting bo 
deer and bears. 

Nothing could be more exhilarating than a 
2 after deer or wild fowl in the mountains 
of Virginia and West Virginia in the early 
winter. A great deal of scenery that cannot 
fail to animate and pl is encountered. 
There are picturesque and fertile valleys and 
line upon line of green and purple hilis. 
Civilization ends abruptiy when the mining 
towns and lumber camps are passed. These 
mountain look like the waves of the 
ocean, 80 regular are the formations. Up and 
down the valleys there is usually a beautiful 
mirage in the „ often thro 
pra * The sag one of a 

mes, particulerly in stormy weather, but 
with the bright wane vend ge why nd way toa 
magnificent perspective The are singu- 
— abrupt. Though there is a great deal of 
verdure, t are vast and wonderful rock 
formations— miles of beautitul building stone 
in convenient location. 

The view presented from the higher ridges. 
such as those around Bluefield, is one of 
thrilling grandeur. First are ‘the lines of 
mountains, formed in phalanxes, like giants 
drawn up in battle array. Valleys which u 
to this time of the year are luxuriant wi 
vegetation and fragrant with flowers wind 
among the hills. Lovely fresh-water sprin 
shimmer in the sunlight. Myriads of birds 
awaken the echoes with melodious warblings. 
Small gaine of various kinds is almost con- 
stantly in sight. Beautiful almost beyond 
description at these points are the hilis and 
dales, blue sky and-floating clouds, shadowy 
ravines and sunlit meadows, stony, arid hill. 
sides, and glistening ponds of the purest and 
freshest water. 

Deer, bears, foxes, rabbits, and wild fowl 
disport by the clear mountain springs, and af- 
ford excellent sport to the nimrods who seek 
for it in that direction. This is the wild 
turkey and duck period, and hunting parties 
are out in force this week. There is simply 
no limit to the geme and fun. 

It will be years yet before the last of the 
bear or deer are driven out or killed. Un- 
doubtedly McDowell and Monroe Counties 
will retain their supply of — for ten of 
twenty years more. rapid settlement of 
Mercer County, the extension of mining oper- 
ations, and the accessibility of the hunting 
grounds will make game scarce here in two 
or three years from now. 

Hunters prefer this locality to any other 
owing to the convenience of travel. With the 
first good fall of snow the raids on the deer 
will begin in earnest. Hunting can be carried 
on successfully all winter in the East River 
Mountains, the danger of getting lost being 
comparatively slight. A person gets over the 
hard ground at a rapid rate, and there are no 
swamps or marshes to beguile or retard the 
hunter. Farmers and woodsmen get deer all 
winter, some of them making a dsome 
profit from the sale of venison. Old frontiers- 
men can travel in safety through these hills 


at any time, but strangers require guides 


after the storms of winter have set in. 

Hunting in this region: is not only profitable 
so faras gameand exercise are concerned, 
but is rough and wild enough to satisfy the 
most romantic turn of mind. Michigan and 
Wisconsin hunters who are accustomed to 
spend a week or two with an expensive outfit 
in bagging half a dozen ducks may think they 
are having fun, but they do not know what 
sport is. Ducks are slaughtered by the score 
in this country, and there is ayood sprinkling 
of larger game. 

Old settlers — that there never was such 
an abundance of wild turkeys in the Bluefield 
region as at present. The woods are full of 
them, and they areaffording many a palatable 
meal these days.

Washington letter in the Philadelphia Tele- 
graph: The Hawaiian affair has occupied the 
attention of public menin Washington almost 


xth: ta the exclusion of everything else during the 


last week. The practical unanimity with 
which the announced policy of the adminis- 
tration has been condemned is surprising 
even to those who join in the con- 
demnation. It has come to be so much the 
habit of Demacrats—and even a certain class 
of Republicans—to appreve of whatever Mr. 
Cleveland says or does, assuming that he can- 
not makea mistake grave enough for the 
public to recognize, that they are surprised 
with the public temerity in the present in- 
stance. A number of men who have not been 
friendly in their feelings towards Mr. Cleve- 
land heretdfore and who have been afraid fo 
give expression to their antagonism find in 
this case an opportunity and a hope. 

If one might judge from the expressions 
heard coming

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TYPEWRITERS SUFFER FROM A NEW 
AND DANGEROUS DISEASE 


Dreadful Monotony That Destroys Nervous 
Systems and Sends the Victims to In- 
firmaries=The Experience of a Woman 
Who Was Expected to Write One Thou- 
sand Copies of the Same Letter one 
Manager Whe Tried His Nerves and 
Found Them Wanting. sae 

A woman typewriter yesterday sat at that 
dreariest of all tasks, duplicating a stereo- 
typed letter to be mailed to various Mayors 
over the United States. There were 500 let- 
ters to be written, and the young lady had al- 
ready finished 300. For one week she had 
plodded patiently over the same copy, until 
she was now a machine herself, moving in the 
same groove as the printing apparatus before 
her. “Click,” “click,” „click,“ with . tiring 
but rapid monotony her fingers had gone 
over the keys, while in her brain went run- 
ning: 
our,” etc., and “Dear Sir: Find inclosed 
copies of our,“ etc., and so on to the end. 
Period, comma, space. Would she never fin- 
ish? Let me see —then she counted the 
number written that day. * Forty-nine,” she 
said, and I must get to sixty today. O! 
can't I get something else?“ 

Just then her employer pressed the little 
alarm at his desk and the muffled sound came 
like a locust in May. It was a welcome noise 
to the worker. Her fingers dropped from the 
keys with a relief akin to joy, She arose and 
went into the manager’s room. 

„Miss Grace,“ he said, I want another 
500 of those letters written at once. How 
long will it take you!“ 

The same letter Iam now copying,” she 
asked. 

Les, exactly the same —0only to another 
list of names.“ 

% Well, I cannot do them. It is im possi- 
ble. I value my health too much for that. I 
shall have them done outside and pay for 
them myself—but I cannot—cannot attempt 
such work again.“ 

But it is necessary that you do the work. 
You are familiar with the copy, you are a 
rapid worker, and besides I do not care to 
trust my business to outsiders. What is the 
trouble? 

Just this: That letter goes ringing through 
my head from morning till night. Going 
home I think of nothing else; coming down 
to the office it keeps my brain in a giddy 
whirl, while at night it is a nightmare. 
have seen Clara Morris go mad on the stage, 
telling how something or somebody has 
‘something to say to you,’ ‘something to say 
to you,’ until her brain spins round like a top 
and she loses her reason. That is acting; this 
is a living reality. I have scarcely slept for a 
week thinking of that letter to the Mayors, 
for it is with me atevery thought. Exhaustion 
r augments my torture; reading a paper 
will not rid me of the specter, no matter how 
interesting tue topic, and I find, ‘ Dear Sir: 
Find inclosed copies,’ as plainly visible on the 
paper as if it were before me on the ma- 
chine. I am  haunted—literally haunted 
by that letter—and I would sacrifice 
my position rather than even continue the 
work Ihave in hand. .I had determined to 
finish eleven copies more today, but your re- 
quest now forces me to even decline to do that 
much, Don’t ask me, please, sir.“ 
poor girl drew her apron to her eyes and 
sob like a child. 

The above. scene coming to the knowledge 
of a reporter for Tun Trisunz from the gen- 
tleman in question himself, a tour of inquiry 
was made among a number of typewriters 
employed by some of the leading offices in the 
city and what was learned only confirmed the 
ang” A gentleman eonnected with the Fer- 
ris Wheel company in the Rookery Building, 
when told about the nervous excitement pro- 
duced on typewriters by this constant dupli- 
cation of the same letter, said:

“Now, do you know, the gentleman con- 
tinued, that that simple letter was more 
than once given up? Yes, sir, and we had a 
hard time to get number finished. Two 
young ladies gave it up entirely and went 
away completely wrought up to a pitch of in- 
tense nervous excitement. I shall never give 
another typewriter work of that character, 
Besides, it is of no special value, anyway. 


The art of printing in these days has reached 


such perfection that all the standard typewrit- 
ers are so closely imitated that it is only nec- 
essary to fill in the names and addresses on 
the printed letters, and it’s just as good. 

At one of the big typewriting bureaus the 
8 said: * matter is not new to 
us. Of course we havea great deal of copy- 
ing to do, and jwe R rom twenty to fifty 
young women ‘engaged all the time, but we 
never allow any one of m to make more 
than twenty-five copies of the same letter. 
We then take her off of that work, give it to 
another, relieving each in turn until the cir- 
cle is completely finished.“ 

Continuing, this same manager said: 
„Many of my employés have left me on ac- 
count of the monotony of their tasks. The 
made ail kinds of excuses, none of which 
was willing to accept, so I let them go. Then 
I thought the matter over one day when we 
were overcrowded, I sat down to 
run off about. fifty copies of a very 
pressing order. The matter covered about 
three-fourths of a full-sized letter sheet, and 
that day, though have speed, I finished 
about two-thirds of the number. I started 
home to dinner that evening, and when I be- 
gan to read the evening paper on the elevated 
that infernal letter was over every line. I 
couldn’t see anything else, couldn’t think of 
what I was reading, and when I sat down to 
dinner there was that letter staring at me out 
of the bottom of my plate. The next day, 
he spent a restless night, I inaugurated 
what I call the progressive plan, and now I 
get more and better work from every girl in 
the offlce.. 

Similar experiences were related by 
others, amo them the following from 
the young lady first mentioned. She was 
asked to tell her experience in making copies 
of the same letter. I shalt never go through 
it again, she said. I have known of sever- 
al instances where young women were placed 
in infirmaries, where they spent weeks recov- 
ering from nervous prostration brought on by 
making hundreds of copies of the same letter, 
Itis too much fora man and is killing toa 
woman. I would rather run a sewing ma- 
chine and stitch shirts at 6 cents apiece than 
undertake to make a thousand copies of any 

ne letter. I have been nearly crazed at times 
And made sick more than once.“

They Can Baild Ballcons and Make Jour- 

. neys in the Air. 

Toronto World: There isa certain species 
of spider which is moved by instinct at cer- 
tain seasons of the year to travel and to travel 
distances that no one would suspect him de- 
sirous of covering. What, then, is his 
method? The spider selects the right kind of 
a day, one on which there is almost a calm 
in the air, rather one when there is just the 
slightest breeze. 

He crawls up a tree, or a flagstaff, or affbull- 
rush, or anything that will give him a free po- 
sition. He then begins to emit the freeend of 
a web from his filament bag, and this is so 
light and fresh that it floats away in the air 

is carried along by the light breeze. 
@ may emit 100 or 200 yards, and every 
now and then he tries whether there is enough 


out and floating to buoy him if he lets go his 


grip on the tree or other elevation. By a nice 
— of calculation he ascertains just what 
will buoy him, and then, letting go hold, 
the filament is borne off by the wind, and he 
himeelf at the end of it, and in this way he can 
travel miles and miles. 

It he finds himself coming near the water he 
pays out more of his cable, and in that way he 
obtains more floating filament to bear him up. 
If, on the contrary, he finds himself going too 
high he draws in his cable and descends by 
lessening the amount of floating filament. 

If you anchora pole ina y of water 
leaving the pole above the surface, and put a 
spider upon it, he will exhibit marvelous in- 
teHigence by his plans to escape. At first he 
will spin a web and hang to one end while he 
allows the other to float off in the wind, in the 
* that it will strike some object. 

course this plan proves a failure, but the 
spider is not discouraged. He waits until the 
wind changes and then sends another silken 
strand floating off in another direction. An- 
other failure is followed by several other sim- 
ilar attempts, until all the points of the com- 
pass have been tried. 

But neither the resources nor reasoning 
power of the spider have been tried. He 
climbs to the top of the pole and energetically 

oes to work to construct a silken lloon. 

e has not hot air with which to inflate it, 
but he has he power of making it buoyant. 

When he gets his balloon finished he does 
not go off on the mere supposition that it will 
carry him, as men often do, but he fastens it 
to a guy rope, the other end of which he at- 
taches to the island pule upon which he is a 
prisoner. He then gets into his aerial vehicle 
while itis made fast, and tests it to see 
whether it is capable of bearing him away.

Papal Bulls in America. 


The bearing of iuternational law on America 
began even before the discovery of the continent. 
The value of the discovery of America to Spain 
was seriously jeopardized by the existence of 
Papal bulls authorizing discoveries, and confer- 
ring title in 1452, 1454, 1478, and 1481 on 
Portugal: and the claims of this power were so 
technically strong that on the familiar principle 
of “a hair of the dog that bit him,“ another bull 
had to be issued to protect 8 ; and the fa- 
mous line of demarkartion from north to south 
pole was drawn by Pope Alexander VI. on May 


4, 1492. 

So strong still remained the technical claims of 
Portugal that it was not till 1750 that the details 
of a r interesting but fit only for a 
larger history than this, were finally arranged.

ON THE QUASI-ORIMINAL CALENDAR. 


Police Appeal Cases to Be Called at Janu- 
ary Term. 

The court news of yesterday morning con- 
tained this announcement: The quasi- 
criminal calendar will be called at the Janu- 
ary term, 1894.“ Probably no notice in the 
morning papers meant so much to those in- 
terested and at the same time was so little un- 
derstood by the general public. It meant 
much to several hundred people. J. W. Er- 
rant of the Bureau of Justice explained the 
announcement and its effects yesterday. He 
said: 

„The quasi-criminal calendar is made up 
of appeal cases from police courts. The cal- 
endar now has probably 500 or 600 of these 
cases, which have been pending for some 
months. With the exception of Judge Bren- 
tanoall the Judges seem to consider that 
court beneath their dignity and get out of it 
when possible. Judge Brentano appreciates 
the wrong done by delay in this class of cases 
and would have held that court this month 
had he not been engaged withthe Prender, 
gast murder trial. In spite of the fact that 
there are many new Judges just elected no 
one could be found to hold court, and the cal- 
endar was continued to the January term. 

„This means much to the people interest- 
ed. In the case of criminals fined in the po- 
lice courts this delay is taken advantage of 
to the fullest extent. Any one who has friends 
can take advantage ofthis. A fine is imposed 
in the lower court, and an appeal is taken. 
The case goes on the quasi-criminal 
calendar and is not called for several months. 
Then the case is postponed again and before 
it reaches trial the prosecution is worn out 
the witnesses scattered, and the case buri 
beyond resurrection.

Sterling Rates Are Unchanged. 

Lower. rates of interest seem inevitable. 
The bankers here have succeeded remarkably 
well in apparently provimg that there is no re 
lation between supply and demand in the 


money market, but they have gone against ‘ 


that natural law about as far and about as 
long as they can. Money is steadil y accumu- 
lating, and the demand shows no improvVe- 
ment. Idle money burns in the bank vault | 
quite as much asin the spendthrift’s pocket, 
and there are now signs to be seen which in- 
dicate that bankers will not much longer. 
maintain a nominal rate of 6 or 7 per e 
when the natural condition of affairs wa ts 
nothing of that kind. 

In New York there is the greatest accunit- 
lation of money that the country has eter 
seen. Yesterday’s bank statement once more 
showed enermous increases in deposits and 
reserves without corresponding increase in loans. 


The law of supply and demand is recogniked 4 


there and the money is being loaned there at ex- 
traordinarily low rates. Those low rates are hot 


confined to call money either, but loans running 


as long as six months are being made at unusual- 
ly low interest rates. Some of that New 
York money is finding its way to Chi 
cago. As this accumulation goes on 
it would seem inevitable that 
rates must be recognised by the local bankers, 
Indeed they do not hesitate now to admit that, 
There is any amount of money to be had herp at 
5 per cent if the borrower goes vigorously about 
the work of obteining it, and 5 per cent by no 
means marks the minimum rate. Bankers are 
beginning to be put in a position of asking what 
their clients will give rather than arbitrarily 
asserting a rate of interest. Altogether it looks 
as if we might see the lowest rates of interest 
that have ever been current in our commercial 
history. 

There was decided dullness at the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday, but there is to be noted in the 
situation a condition that is not usual in times of 
decided dullness. Quotations hold with remark- 
able tenacity. No one is anxious enough to sell 
to lead them to make a marked concession. 


Brokers with orders for stock say that it would 


be idle fer them to bid up quotations, for they 
would only be putting the market up against 
their own interest, so bids and offers are, as a 
rule, wide apart. Inthe little business that is 
done there are some advances and some — 4

How are these things done? A person can- 
not be in two or more places at the same 
time. Three methods of producing these il- 
lusions are illustrated by the accompanying 
pictures, which are faithfully drawn from the 
original photographie prints. The first is 
shown in Col. Pennington’s picture, made by 
himself. These three figures were made on 
one plate while it rested within the camera, 
While the image of one figure was being im- 
pressed on the negative plate the plate was 
screened from the action of the light in those 
parts of its surface which were reserved for 
the other figures. The trouble in such a mat- 
ter is to prevent the showing of the line of de- 
markation between the three separately ex- 
posed areas of the plate. ; 

Generally this line, not necessarily a sharp 
one, and, érably, one that is not sharp, is 
made to fall in a fold of drapery, to follow 
some dark line where it will be unnoticed, or 
to cross some dark, field in. the plate. Every 
precaution has been carefully observed in the 
Pennington plate, in the original print from 
which there are only one or two points whereat 
the experienced eye may detect the method 


ure in another attitude is an instance of 
double printing so cleverly done as almost to 
defy detection. The figures are separately 
photographed and in the first printinga space 
is reserved on the paper by placing a mask pre- 
cisely corresponding to the figure and accesso- 
ries that are afterward to be printed in. In 
the second negative everything is masked out 
save the feature that is to be printed within 
the space left by the first mask. Such print- 
ing has to be prettily done to deceive the eye 
into thinking that the whole is an ordinary 
photographic print, and in the present in- 
stance the closest scrutiny is required to re- 
veal the functions. 

The gentleman of the bottle and glass is an- 
other case of double printing. In photograph- 
ing the figure right side up the trousers are 
pulled up. the flaps of the cout similarly treat- 
ed. the bottle and glass pointed down, the 
heels lifted, and the shoulders drawn up to 
add to the illusion where the figure is invert- 
ed. A print being taken from the photograph 
of the figure, this is neatly cut out and laid on 
a negative containing the background, so that 
when the print is made a white masked spot re- 
mains in the middle. Asin the previous case 
the negative containing the figure is now 
masked so as to print the figure only. The 
sheet containing the background is now placed 
under the masked negative containing the 
figure and the latter is thus printed in the in- 
verted position within the white space left by 
the first mask. 

But for the error asto the arm, the saw 
freak is very well done, the ‘detail of the 
illusion being skillfully wrought out. The 
two standing figures are easily made on one 
negative by the process mentioned—exclud- 
ing one part of the negative from the action 


of the lens while the other is being exposed.

A form of photographic novelty that is 
something more than a freak, and that 
promises to come into fashion as a portrait 
sensation, is shown in the product of the 
**photo-multigraph,’’ which gives five por- 
traits of one persor at one time. The result 
isa right and left profile, a right and left 
three-quarter view, and a rear elevation,“ 
affording an opportunity to see all the phases 
of an individual’s head. There is so widea 
variation in many cases between the right and 
left side of the face, and consequently in the 
appearance of the profiles and three-quarter 
views, that the value of a photo-multigraph 
becomes quickly apparent. Indeed, this isa 
kind of composite photograph. 

A hint as to the method of making the 
photo-multigraph is offered by the appear- 
ance in the negative of a line down the mid- 
dle of the picture. This line tells the story of 
combination mirrors, which are the means of 
repeating the face as one sees it in a French 
folding toilet glass.

Her Triumph on the Official Trial Sur- 
passed All Expectations. 

New York Sun: 
pletely around the world without touching at 
any point for coal, and yet, when the occa- 
sion arises, she can overtake with ease the 
fastest of the ocean greyhounds.“ Such was 
the declaration of Secretary Tracy about the 
Colum bia, and her great record of Saturday 
may well recall it. 

The triumph achieved on her official trial 
has surpassed all early expectations formed of 
this great flyer. Her contract called for 
21 knots; it was generally understood that 
she would make 22 knots, and she actually 
reached 22.81 knots as the average of four 
consecutive hours. 

The Columbia, therefore, will be able to ful- 
fill the purpose for which she was designed. 
Of her and her mate, the Minneapolis, Mr. 
Tracy said that with a maximum s of 
22 knots an hour anda sustained sea speed 
of 21 knots they can safely be counted on in 
any ordinary sea to overtake any commerce 
destroyer, any commerce protector, or any 
mercantile vessel now afloat.’’ It will be ob- 
served that the limitation in any ordinary 
sen is here expressed. It is undoubtedly 
true that the swiftest transatlantic liners havea 
certain advantage in their greater length.

A chase after such an ocean flyer would also 
bring out the capabilities of the Columbia for 
a great burst of speed which formed one of 
the striking features of her trial runs on the 
New England coast. Such a burst of speed 
might quickly bring her within range of even 
the fastest of vessels trying to escape her, and 
since besides her two 6-inch and eight 4-inch 
guns she carries one 8-inch, which is a larger 
gun than would be likely to be mounted on a 
merchant vessel turned into a warship, she 
might cripple a fleeing adversary so as 
more surely to overhaul it. 

The Columbia is a great vessel, and with 
half a dozen like her we should be able to 
make any nation think twice before exposing 
its ocean commerce to destruction by declar- 
ing war against the United States.

How are these things done? A person can- 
not be in two or more places at the same 
time. Three methods of producing these il- 
lusions are illustrated by the accompanying 
pictures, which are faithfully drawn from the 
original photographie prints.

The dark background is familiar in 
sctentific phot raphy, especially in the study 
of animal loconiotion, Photographs of jump- 
ing and rumning are made by the use of a 
camera to which is fixed a rotary exposing 
apparatus. The rotary exposer is Per- 
forated with two or more openings, during 
each passage of which across the lens opening 
an exposure is made, In this way from ten 
to twenty distinct photographs of a jump are 
taken on one plate. Naturally the figures 
overlap each other, but there is an authentic 
record of the position of the figure at each 
stage of the movement and the relation of 
this position to all the others.

This line tells the story of 
combination mirrors, which are the means of 
repeating the face as one sees it in a French 
folding toilet giass.

The Columbia is a great vessel, and with 
half a dozen like her we should be able to 
make any nation think twice before so 
its ocean commerce to destruction by declar- 
ing war against the United States.

What was once said bya brilliant writer 
concerning the guy capital of France, “It is 
cheaper to live in Paris than to die there,” 
will apply with equal force to the great me- 
tropolis of the West, The thoroughfares Jead- 


ing to the cemeteries of Chicago are crowded’ 


daily with long processions of carriages fol- 
lowing splendid hearses, carrying expensive 
caskets containing the remains of loved ones. 
Tens of thousands here can testify to the 
great cost entailed by inexorable custom upon 
the living for cerements, flowers, coffins, 
places of Sepulture, ¢arriages, and other in- 
evitable accessories to modern funerals. 

Chicago has not, as Paris, a monopolistic 
corporation, yielding a revenue to the munici- 
pality, nor are survivors taxed here as there 
forthe half hundred or more items of bell 
ringing, presence of priest or curé with 
acolytes, the somber plumes upon the heads 
of the hearse-horses, the crickets upon which 
the mourners kneel, the score and more chairs 
provided for the bereaved, the wailing women 
in white linen or black crape, allegorical 
‘statues symbolic of death and immortality, 
equerries in mournimg garb, and other spectac- 
ular displays. Chicago allows free entries 
for all undertakers, but they compensate for 
paucity of items in their bill of expenses by 
the grandeur of their sums total. Although 
not one of the several really beautiful ceme- 
t nearly equals Pere la Chaise in beauty, 
—— and interest, and although the 
only visible manifestations of display are 
flowers, most of which are offerings from 
friends, a casket, and carriages, nevertheless 
the extravagance of a first-class Chicago 
funeral, the cost of a burying-place and other 
items of expense, would bring forth scores of 
surprised ejaculations from residents of the 
Seine, who have long mourn grievously over 
their own afflictive dispensations in the sam 
direction. 

Whatever the justice or injustice of attacks 
upon monopolies in general, that of burying 
at Paris has most decided advantage over the 
non-governmental supervision plan in vogue 
in this city. That despot of the metropolis of 
the Franks, armed and protected as it is by 
the authority of the city, has nevertheless a 
fixed rate of charges for each and every inci- 
dental and necessity, and extortion is visited 
with the wrath of the law. A newly made 
widow or widower, or bereaved father, 
brother, or sister is privileged to have as 
many or as few expenses as the family ex- 
chequer may warrant in the comforting as- 
surance that payment is demanded for only 
such things as are actually supplied. 

Rank in Funerals, 


OSomething like eight grades of funerals 
are recognized, the lowest being that of pau- 
per, the scant expense of which is wholly 
borne by the city, while the highest is that of 
those who in life were arrayed in, and 
fine linen and are laid away under a general 
rder of let everything be done. No chance 
s left in any case, however, for varying 
charges for any particular service. If the 
disconsolate ones are not able to procure the 
services of the curé and pay for a magnificent 
requiem-mass in the superb sanctuary, they 
may at least have a priest at a price within 
reach and thus secure a Christian burial. 
Nor do the forgiving Parisians esteem it a re- 
proach, if the family be in needy eiroum- 
stances, should there be omitted the attend- 
ance of professional uniformed mourners of 
both sexes warranted to shed a teardrop for 
each .and every sou paid them. Society is 
charitable even though the number of mourn- 
ing chairs be redu to a positive minimum, 
and the tongue of scandal does not wag very 
much if the mourning cloth is cut to the 
purse. 
These things are very true, yet funerals at 
Paris, like those at Chicago, are for the most 
part very expensive affairs and prove 
especially onerous to the poor, since the most 
dread reproach possible to be cast upon one 
is that he displayed niggardliness at his wife's 
or child’s funeral. e widow upon whom 
such imputation rests may never hope to ex- 
change her cap for a bridal veil. 

The rich set the example for display and 
the poor follow it here in Chicago as else- 
where the world over. Few are so lowly that 
they are indifferent to the behests of set cus- 
toms. A cynical Chicagoan has declared that 
the chief terror of the almshouse to the indi- 
gent poor is that its inmates are denied at 
their death the boon of garish coffins, hearses, 
and, above all, carriages tilled with former 
acquaintances. This all-pervading idea is shown 
in the large number of secret and other so- 
cieties that have for their main gbjéct the 
giving of a showy funeral to dec mein- 
bers. Itisacommon practice among the 
poor of Chicago to chip in” and procure 
carriages for the swelling of the cortége of a 
deceased member. 

It is really surprising how important the 
carriage feature is esteemed and what sacri- 
tices are made in order to swell the numberin 
the procession. It is a somewhat common 
practice among the well-to-do and the rich of 
this city to avail themselves of the conven- 
iences of railroad trains for transportation to 
and from the cemeteries, but among many 
classes of the necessitous poor such a pro- 
ceeding would be esteemed a downright insult 
by the friends of the deceased. 


Bound to Be in the Fashion,

It is considered an 
insult to the dead to have a single thought of 
economy. Oftentimes details are left 
entirely in the hands of Well-meaning but 
injudicious friends who give the undertaker 
carte blanche. 


Some Good Examples Needed, 


Preaching upon the extravagance of fune- 
rails avails nothing. What is needed is prac- 
tical, effectual work—the setting of an ex- 
ample in plain and inexpensive burials by 

ose who set the fashions in everything. The 
trouble here lies in the fact that the rich can 
well afford costly funerals, and are prompt to 
reseut what they term interference with their 

rivate affairs. At Paris a very respectable 
uneral, one that includes no -less than ‘ifty 
separate items of expense, including grave 
and grave-digging, casket, services at church, 
carriages, hearse, hired mourners, etc., may 
be bad for $400. Three times this sum 
would not avail for a similar display in Chi- 
eago. ‘One thousand dollars, $1,500, $2,000, 
and upwards are by no means rare in this 
community. 

Chicago abounds in benevolent and charita- 
ble anizations, and it is strange that a suc- 
cessful movement is not on foot here as it is 
in New York for a correction of this evil. 
Death is cruel enough and leaves sorrow 
enough without entailing harrowing debt upon 
the bereaved, Eating meat seemed a good 
thing te Paul, and his stomach took kindly to it, 
but his generous soul declared against it if it 


| gave offense to his brethren. Competition and 


machinery have greatly reduced the price of 
coffins at the factories, but the retail figures 
are maintained with heroic resolve. ath 
usually comes after protracted illness and 
when the family funds are at low tide. 

Why may not those who lead in matters of 
fashion and who establish customs set the 
example of modest funerals and pave the way 
for them by establishing, safeguards against 
extortion in burial sites, Coffins, hearses, car- 
riages, and flowers?

ORUSADERS DEORY SENSATIONALISM | 


IN THE NEWSPAPERS. 


Women Organizing to Suppress the Print- 
ing of Vice«Chicago Editors Say the 
Local Press Is Clean and a Crusade Is Un- . 
necessary- German Publishers Charge 


Their English-Speaking Brethren with 
Issuing Unclean News Sheets -The Peo- 
ple Get Only What They Desire. 

To purify the news columns of the papers 
of the United States and eliminate objection- 
able particulars of crime and scandal are the 
effort of the women of the West, led by a pe- 
tition to the San Francisco papers signed by 
17,000 women of California. The movement 
has resulted in some agitation of the matter 
both East and West and may result in the 
formation of organizations among women, 
or led by them, with this result in view. 
The petition of the California women says: 
The spreading broadcast of vicious and de- 
basing news in our homes and among our 
children, and the consequent knowledge and 
easy familiarity with crime in all its forms, 
have a tendency to lower the tong of thought 
among the best of our people and to 
strengthen the worst instincts among the 
morally lower classes. 

While the papers of this city as a rule are 
not given to sensationalism or scandal, it was 


found on inquiry among the editors and 


publishers that their views on the question as 

raised by the California women were not all 

entirely in harmony. N 
No Necessity for a Crusade, 

James W. Scott, publisher of the Herald 
and the Post, said: The Chicago papers are 
better than any in the country with regard to 
their treatment of stories of scandal and 
crime, They surpass all other cities in their 


editorial elimination of all objectionable feat- 
In cities like 


ures from the news columns. 
Cincinnati, for instance, the crimes are al- 
ways made the leading feature. The absence 
of sensationalism in the Chicago papers is 
very much to their credit, particularly 
as sensational’ articles always make 
a paper sell. All ef the ‘ newspa 
city are alike in this respect. There was a 
time, some years ago, when the Chicago 
papers were not so particular, but now there 
is nothing, in my opinion, in any of the lead- 
ing papers that would be objectionable read- 
ing in any family. I really see no need of 
any such crusade in this city against the 
papers which are the recognized exponents of 
public sentiment.“ 
Hesing Blames the English Papers. 
Washington Hesing, editor of the Staats- 
Zeitung, said: I think such a movement is 
an admirable one and am heartily in favor of 
it. Inthis respect the English papers are 
entirely to blame. No German paper, the 
country over, would think of publishing any- 
thing of that description. They invariably 
either eliminate everything of that kind from 
their columns or publish solely the news feat- 
ures, without any comment or any insinua- 
tion of any objectionable feature whatever, 
and give toit never more thana third of a 
column or #0, while the English papers may 
give it five or six columns. A celebrated divorce 
case, a few years ago, is in point. We never 
gave it more than a third of a column, while 
some of the English papers published five or 
six columns, and only thinly veiled some of 
the nastiness. This is only an instance, but 
their columns frequently contain accounts of 
infidelities and scandals which contain in- 
formation greatly detrimental and injurious 
to the young of either sex. The Germans are 
ticularly @ensitive as to what goes 
into the papers that reach their 
family circles. Sometimes, late at night, an 
over-officious reporter will write something of 
that sort for our paper. In the morning 
twenty fathers will be in my office wanting to 
knew what I mean by publishing such things 
and sending them where their daughters may 
read them. This country is the only one in 
the world where that class of news is pub- 
lished.

Competition Leads to Salaclousness. 


Richard Michaelis, editor of the ‘Freie- 
Presse, said: ** The papers for the last few 
years have all catered too much to the sensa- 
tional idea. They have flooded the country 
with the details of crime of all sorts, and I 
think the effect is bad. I have never ap- 
proved of sending into the family circle tne 
full details of scandal or crimes that must of 
necessity be injurious reading not only 
to the young but the aged us well. 
I shall be glad to see any movement 
succeed that will give a higher tone to the 
newspapers of the land. The competition has 
been so strong that editors almost unavoidably, 
in order to keep up with their rivals, have been. 
compelled to print matter that in their better 
judgment they know should be excluded from 
their columns.“ 

Educate the People First. 

Charles D. Almy, editor of the Mail, said: 
In starting such a crusade | think they are 
beginning at the wrong end. Let them first 
educate the people to want less of what they 


call sensational news and the papers will then - 


give thein less of it. The papers aim to give 
the public what it wants and 1 think it is a 
mistaken idea, shooting over their heads. As 
long as the people want stories of that sort 
they will get them. The least successful papers 
are ‘those from which such news is en- 
tirely eliminated. The best edited paper in 
the country today is the New York Sun, and it 
will play up’ a murder on the first page for 
a column that we would give a ‘stick’ to. 
There is enough news in the papers of a dif- 
ferent kind if they do not want to read the 
history of crime. They might as weil make 
war on the sporting columy because of its 
prize-fights or on the racing columns because 
of pool selling at the race tracks.“ 

Newspapers Have a High Moral Standard. 


Tbe talk against sensationalism and per- 
sonality in newspapers does not touch Tun 
TRIBUNE or the Journal,“ said Slason Thomp- 
son of the Evening Journal. ** This is the old 
hue and cry which has gone up since newspa- 
pers began to be newspapers.

HOW TO AVOID TAKING COLD. 


The Heroic Treatment Recommended by a 
New York Physician. 


A recent article in the Cosmopolitan on the 
best methods of resisting colds will be of pe- 
culiar interest to women. Autumn, according 
to the writer, is the most favorable season for 
cultivating the power of resistance to disease, 
und the cure may be wrought at home and 
without expense. 

The first important point to be considered 
is the skin, for the skin supplements in func- 
tions almost every organ of the body. So in- 
timately related to the vital procosses is the 
skin that a burn of even slight severity ex- 
tending over more than three-fifths of the 
body is usually fatal. The influence of cold 
upon the skin causes a temporary blanching 
of the surface. The minute blood vessels con- 
tract and the blood recedes and accumulates in 
deeper and more protected structures. The 
circulation, usually sluggish, is profoundly 
disturbed, the nervous system is profoundly 
impressed, and various undesirable symptoms 
indicate an imminent illness. These results 
attend because there is failure to react-at the 
point of exposure, and prompt reaction pre- 
supposes pure blood and plenty of it cir- 
culating in a healthy skin. Pure blood can 
only be made from proper food—not medi- 
cine—assimilated during exercise in pure air 
not too warm. A healthy skin is a clean skin, 
one from which all the organic débris has 
been removed by thorough washing, not by 
mere ug ar greasy impuritiesand then dis- 
tributing them evenly over the surface—as we 
polish a shoe; nor, if it be permitted to add 
to the picture, by wiping off, woman fashion, 
with the corner of a towel through the week 
and taking a half-hearted sponge bath Sun- 
aay. Now, the month’s treatment recom- 
mended by the physician who wrote the ar- 
ticle should be commenced immediately and 
consists in — the skin clean by fre- 
quent, thorough, and energetic bathing, fol- 
lowed by much friction. At the beginning it 
is well to employ massage occasionally until 
the skin becomes hardened to rough usage. 

Immediately upon rising move leisurely 
about the room for a few minutes, day by 
day increasing the exposure of the body, un- 
til soon you can take anair bath of five or 
ten minutes’ duration without discomfort. 
This exposure should always be followed by 
brisk rubbing before dressing. Soon the 
body may be dampened all over with the 


hand moistened in water which has 
stood exposed over night and is 
nearly the temperature of the room. 


Next use a sponge slightly moistened; then 
one which is not so dry. Soon the cold bath 
may be taken with impunity and may become 
more prolonged and more beneficial as the 
skin becomes accustomed toit. These baths 
must be followed in all cases by brisk and 
prolonged rubbitig of the skin, and they are 
merely the skin gymnastics, not taking the 
place of the thorough cleansing bath, which 
must be attendeito at some other hour. 

As the weather becomes colder the morning 
temperature of the room and the bath should 
become gradually lower, until when you are 
habituated to them you may venture to open 
the window a little on warmer mornings aud 
ex pose the nude body to a slight draft. Dur- 
ing the night the mucous membrane should 
be hardened by leaving tl.e chamber windows 
open, guarding only against drafts. Keep 
the feet warm and dry, the body dry, and 
during the day remain outdoors as much as 
the weather will permit, resisting the impulse 
to put on heavy clothing. Avoid violent 
changes and the long-continued cooling of a 
single part of the y. Remember that the 
draught through a two-inch aperture is often 
more dangerous than the wind through an 
entirely open window, and that the Thanks- 
giving dinner is as active in causing a cold as 
the November blasts. 


BIG BEACON LIGHT FOR FRANCE, 


ion Candle-Power. 

A 46,000,000 candle-power beacon light is 
to be located near Quimper, France, at a pro- 
jecting headland béaring the name of Pen- 
marck, says Locomotive Engineering. This 
enormous intensity of light is said to be ob- 
tained by an arrangement of the lenses of the 
lamp. In the ordinary lamp the lenses, con- 
sisting of a number of rectangular pan- 
els, are placed in steps in such a manner that 
the source of light occupies the principal focus 
of each of them. The rays of light then ema- 
nate from this 10 of the apparatus in a 
horizontal pencil. By reducing the number 
of panels the quantity of light received by 
each is consequentlye correspondingly in- 
creased. At La Heve there are four panels, 
the total light emitted by the lamp being 
triple the amount received in an appa- 
ratus with twelve panels. It is proposed in 
the new lighthouse to employ but two panels, 
each of them occupying a half square. Each 
lens will, therefore, receive half of the total 
light emitted by the lamp, and consequently 
will emit a pencil of rays of a power double 
that furnished at La Heve. Like the light- 
house at La Heve the new lighthouse will be 
lighted by electricity. Tne lamp will be fed 
by an alternating current of 100 ampheres at 
its maximum.

GEORGE B. SWIFT FOR MAYOR, 
The Republican convention yesterday unan- 
imously nominated George B. Swift for 
Mayor. The convention acted in accordance 
with the wishes of the Republicans of Chicago 


Swift is, therefore, the nominee af two ele- 
ments in the community, one of which is non- 
partisan and non-political. The Democratic 


| candidate has no such double support. He is 


a purely political candidate. He has behind 
him only the spoilsmen and the taxeaters. 

The business-men of this city are for Mr. 
Swift because they know that he can give 
them a business administration, and they are 
confident that he willdo so. They havecome 
to understand that the duty of administering 
city affairs is not the simple matter that it 
was thirty years ago. They see that it isa 
blunder to elect as Mayor a man, no matter 
how well-intentioned he may be, who is igno- 
rant of municipal matters, who has to spend 
months in learning the rudiments, and who 
during that time is at the mercy of subordi- 
nates. ) 

The business-men know that Mr. Swift has 
been for years a part of the city government, 
familiar with the workings of its legislatiye as 
well as its executive branch. He will not 
have to go to sehool to learn the powers of the 
Council, the duties of che Mayor, or the func- 
tions of the different heads of departments. 
Therefore from the very moment that he is 
elected Mayor he will exert intelligently in 
the service of the city those superior business 
quatifications and the force, vigor, and fac- 
ulty of quick decision that he has shown in 
the management of his own personal affairs. 
Another man of equal ability but of les 
perience would be near the end of his 
before he was able to render the city much 
effectual service, , 

Having this intimate knowledge of munic- 
ipal administration Mr. Swift cannot be im- 
posed on by stuffed pay-rolls. If there is ex- 
travagance or wastefulness in any depart- 
ment he can detect it at a glance and put a 
stop to it. The huge street inspection pay- 
roll caught his eye at once and he stopped 
that leak. There will be no such squander- 
ing of the public money while he is in office. 

Etonomical and watchful of the public inter- 
ests while acting Mayor he will exercise even 
greater care, because he will feel even greater 
responsibility, when he is actually Mayor. 
The men who work for the city under him 
will not be allowed to loaf. He will tolerate 
no sinecures, and the names of no tax-eating 
bummers will appear on the pay-rolls. 

This is not what the Democratic leaders 
want. They wish the old system to be re- 
tained so that their subordinate workers may 
feed at the public crib. They wish to be able 
to pay for political services with city offices. 
Animated by such feelings they have picked 
out a candidate who represents them and who 
is faithful to the old system. If he is elected 
there will be no reform. Whatéver reforms 
may have been made while Mr. Swift has oc- 
eupied the Mayor’s chair will be done away 
with. The stuffed pay-roll wil! be restored as 
the simplest means of supporting ward work- 
ers at the expense of the taxpayers. 

The business-men, having had enough of 
political methods at the City Hall, and being 
desirous of reform, will vote for Mr. Swift. 
While the Democratic business-men know 
that Mr. Swift is a Republican, they know 
also that if elected he will not be a bigoted 
partisan; that if elected he will be Mayor for 
the whole city and not for the Republican 
party; that he wili not go into office to turn 
but one set of men and to put another in 
their place, but that his sole desire will be so 
to administer city affairs as to win the re 
spect and admiration of his fellow-citizens. 

The election of Mr. Swift will not bea Re- 
publican victory. It will be the victory of 
those who want a business management of 
municipal affaires. The defeat of Mr. Swift 
will not be a Republican defeat so much as a 
declaration on the part of the majority of the 
voters that they prefer waste, corruption, the 
pillaging of their funds and neglect of their 
interests to economy, frugality, and that wise 
expenditure of the taxes which gives each man 
an equivalent for his contributions. 

The fight is thus one between good and bad 
government. But the friends of the former 
must not depend for triumph merely on the 
justice of their cause. They must turn out 
and work registration day and election day. 
The evil methods in vogue at the City Hall, 
which Mr. Swift will banish if elected, have 
struck deep root. They have their friends 
and supporters, who have profited by them in 
the past and hope to do so in the future. It 
will take work.to elect Mr. Swift, but if those 
who want a decent city government will give 
him their votes success is assured, and for the 
year and a half to come Chicago will be hon- 
estly and efficiently governed. 


WHY THE ELECTIONS WENT REPUBLICAN 

Tue Triseune prints this mort ing the ma- 
ture conclusions arrived at by four prominent 
Republicans—Senator Sherman, Gov. MeKin- 
ley, ex-Speaker Reed, and Gen. Alger—as to 
the reasons for the crushing Democratic de- 
feats in the elections held in a number of 
Northern States last month. 

Senator Sherman is of the opinion that the 
leading cause was the protest of the unem- 
ployed against radical tariff. changes. He ad- 
mits that the Democratic platform antag- 
onized protection more passionately than 
ever before, and yet that party triumphed. 
This was due, he thinks, to the voters looking 
on that tariff plank in the light of a stump 
speech rather than a rule of action, and to the 
further fact that the workingmen were discon- 
tented because the tariff of 1890 did not raise 
their wages while they saw employers pros. 
pering under it. Of the reductions in prices 
which gave their wages greater purchasing 
power they took no heed, 

The- Democratic victory was followed by a 
profound distrust in the minds of producers 
of protected articles. It was assumed that 
prices must fall. Hence the demand for 
American productions was lessened and all 
branches of industry became depressed, and 
the feeiing of distrust as to what the Demo- 
cratic party might do was intensified. To 
that the Senator attributes chiefly the remark- 

able changes in the vote of the manufactur- 
ing and agricultural States. Other causes 
were the pension policy of the administra- 
tion and the prolonged discussion of. the ail- 
ver question in the Senate. That discussion 


had taken possession of the Democratic 


and also of the business-men of the city. Mr. ! 


showed the extent to which cheap money ideas 
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Sherman: He finds also in the tariff 


* 
policy of the Democrats the chief cause of 


the upheaval at the secent elections. They 
were held when times were hard and tens of 
thousands of .men were out of employment. 
Prior to the elections the voters had learned 
that the stoppage of silver purchases was not 
all that was needed to bring good times back, 


and that the chief cause of distress was the 


fear of tariff changes. No man dared to 
manufagture or to buy for next year. Asa 
Consequence manufacturers had to shut down 
or run half time. One thing meant no wages 
for workingmen, and the other scanty wages. 

Mr, Roed sees in the action of the Senate on 
the repeal bill another cause of Democratic 


defeat. The inability of that party to govern 


in a body where it was in the majority, and 
the attempt of that majority at the last mo- 
ment to make a compromise which showed 
ite lack of wisdom and political sagacity, cost 
the party thousands of votes. It suffered also 
because of the evident determination to repeal 
the Federal election laws, and such scandals 
as the appointment of an Ambassador to 
Italy in return for a $50,000 campaign fund 
contribution. 


Gov. McKinley sees in the election in Ohio 


an unmistakable expression of the popular 
aversion to free trade, and he believes that the 
opposition of the masses to a revenue tariff 
was the cause of Republican success in other 
States, He thinks thatin his own State the 
sliver question played only a small part, and 
the paramount issue was protection versus 
free trade. 

Gen. Alger, like the others, sees in the re- 
cent elections a protest against adverse tariff 
legislation threatened by the Democratic par- 
ty, and the expression of a wish to change 
baek to Republican rule so that the policy of 
protection for American labor may not be 


| abandoned. 


THANKSGIVING AND FOOTBALL. 

At the union services held in the First Pres- 
byterlan Church, Englewood, in which Pres- 
byterians, Methodists, Baptists, and Congre- 
gationalists took part, the Rev. Albert Smalley 
preached a sermon in which he deprecated 
the kicking of football and other athletic 
games on Thanksgiving day. At the close of 
his sermon resolutions were presented and 
adopted, protesting against the alleged dese- 
cration of the day by those who take part in 
and those who witness such games. Without 
disrespect to the four denominations which 
have expressed their opposition to this manner 
of giving thanks, Tue Txrevune is of opinion 
that the brethren are excited without sufficient 
cause. 

The times have changed materially since 
the Puritans first celebrated Thanksgiving 
day. So much so indeed that the fathers un- 
doubtedly would be shocked if they could see 
their descendants assisting in exercises which 
they would consider ungodly and a _ profana- 
tion of the day. But reversing the situation, 
if we were to celebrate Thanksgiving as they 
did, their descendants equally would be 
shocked and would consider it an eccentric if 
not very disagreeable method of expressing 
thanks. From the modern point of view the 
Thanksgiving celebration of the Puritans 
would appear “gloomy and peculiar,” if 
not perfunctory, as a method of express- 
ing thanks. Gratitude in those days 
was a solemn affair. But times have changed 
since those days and thousands of persons all 
over the country can find no better method 
of showing their gratitude than through the 
medium of pleasurable pastimes, which in 
themselves are thoroughly proper from the 
ethical point of view and violate none of the 
moral canons. Men and women are more 
cordial, enthusiastic, and pleasure-loving than 
they were then and can see no harm in enjoy- 
ing themselves on a purely secular and man- 
appointed holiday. The pulpit, therefore, 
would do better to recognize this, to encour- 
age proper pastimes, and if it is to criticise 
them at all to do so rather in the way of regu- 
lation than of suppression, 

Tue Tenn is of opinion that it is just as 
easy to be grateful in kicking a football as in 
listening to the most eloquent sermon. and, 
as the football will be kicked anyway, it would 
do more good if it would address itself to the 
one feature of the game which needs reform- 
ing. Itshould appeal to the players to re- 


strain their angry passions, 80 that 
there may be no slugging matches, 
and to restrain their ardor, so that 
the good, old game, while it may con- 


tinue to be a test of skill, strength, and 
finesse, shall not be degraded by displays of 
cruelty and brutality which one expects to 
witness in the prize ring or at a bull fight and 
so that life and limb shall not be endangered 
by reckless exercise of brute strength. It is 
certain that if there be not some check placed 
upon these practices the days of football, one 
of the best of American games, soon will be 
numbered, and other pastimes will take its 
piace which can be witnessed without a chance 
of being offended or shocked by acts of down- 
right brutality. 

The fatalities which have occurred this sea- 
son and the large number of young men who 
have been maimed bodily and disfigured plead 
eloquently for & reform in the methods of the 
game. Such methods can be employed with- 
out in the least detracting from its interest or 
excitement, and when thus reformed) there 
can be no pleasanter way of enjoying this 
holiday, the brethren to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Perhaps a mutual compromise 
might be made. As the sermons are preached 
in the morning before the turkey, and the 
games usually are played in the afternoon 
after the turkey, why may not the footballers 
go to church and hear the sermon in the 
morning and the churchgoers go and see the 
game in the afternoon? This would be a fair 
exchange and perhaps both sides would be 
still more thankful.

Only about three weeks remain before the 
Christmas holiday will be here again with its 
pleasant associations, good cheer, and gever- 
ous duties. In spite of all depressing indus- 
trial conditions, of hard financial circum- 
stanees, and of the scarcity of work, there are 
no indications yet that the best of all the an- 
niversaries will be observed with any the less 
enthusiasm or any the lese prodigality in the 
pleasant custom of gifts.

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LAWS AGAINST SUNDAY LABOR, 

Early this year some Seventh Day Advent- 
ists in West Tennessee were imprisoned be- 
cause they persisted in working Sundays. 
The seventh day or Saturday is their day 
which they keep holy, and they feit that they 

could not afford to stay idle two days in the 
week. Their case was appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of the United Statés to geta de- 
cision as to the validity of the State laws rel- 
ative to Sunday labor, 

Several cases of a similar nature recently 
have occurred in Maryland. Two Seventh 
Day Adventists who would work Sundays, 
and who were tried, convicted, and fined $5 
each, refuse to pay their fines and are serving 
time in the county jail instead. Other mem- 
bers of the same~ denomination previously 
have been convicted and have preferred im- 
prisonment in the county jail, or martyr- 
dom,“ as they call it, to the payment of their 
fines, 

The Adventists have taken an appeal to the 
highest Maryland court in the hope that they 
may get redress there. If not—and there is 
no likelihood that they will—they will go to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. So 
that in the course of human events that tri- 
bunal will have to decide whether a State can 
punish a person who keeps one day out of the 
seven sacred, but does not believe that Sunday 
is the day that shonld be kept, and that there- 
fore he has as good a right to work on it as on 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 


There is no reason to believe that the Su- 


preme Court will interfere and say to the. 


States that they have no power to pass the 
laws which they now have on ‘their statute 
books forbidding Sunday labor. It will be 
much more likely to say that the matter is 
one which the States must regulate for them- 
selves, It is true that it is difficult to see 
what harm is done to any one if a man plows 
his field on a Sunday while his neighbors do 
their plowing on a Saturday, just as 
it was difficult to see how a man 
who did not want to go to the Exposition 
Sunday suffered in any way because another 
person was permitted to go on that day. 
Nevertheless the Supreme Court will not go 
so far as to say that a State has no right to 
set apart one day in each week as a day of 
rest from labor. It will affirm that right, and 
it must be left to the people of the different 
com monwealths to see that Sunday legislation 
is not too severe, and that it is changed and 
modified in accordance with the changing 
conditions c of society. 


THE BRUTALITY OF FOOTBALL. 

As football has come to be considered a 
typical American game, and as it is likely to 
remain the distinguishing athletic feature of 
the Thanksgiving holiday, public attention 
cannot be directed too promptly or too seri- 
ously to the brutal features which charac- 
terize it. It is a common argument of cranks 
and advocates of the game that as it is purely 
an athletic contest only athletes should be 
allowed to take part in it, and that if it were 
confined to that class they would not be ex- 
posed to danger, as they have had the requi- 
site discipline and training to keep them from 
being injured. 

The facts, however, do not sustain the argu- 
ment. The Yale and Harvard clubs con- 


fessedly are the crack organizations of the 


country. If any clubs contain athletes they 
are to be found in these two organizations. 
If any players can come outof a game un- 
harmed it ‘should be the players of Yale and 
Harvard, .They are hardened by long prac- 
tice and they understand all the finesse and 
sharp points of the game, which should make 


it purely an issue of skill and reduce 
the chances of injury to the mini- 
mum. What are the facts? In the 


game between Yale and Harvard on the 25th 
ult. one of the latter’s team, Capt. Waters, 
was injured three times. He came back to 
the field after the first injury, but almost im- 
mediately received a second, and was obliged 
to leave again. The surgeons patched him up 
and he went on the field in a dazed, half con- 
scious condition, and, of course, in one of the 
rushes was injured a third time. It was three 
times and out. He was picked up uncon- 
scious and carried off, suffering from severe 
external and internal injuries. Probably his 
football days are ended, He will be for- 
tunate if his days of life are not en 
the injuries he received. | 

On Thanksgiving day the Yalgs met the 
Princetons and not only lost the game, but 
also lost Hinkey, their Captain. In the rushes 
one of his ears nearly was torn from his head. 
He was carried off the field bleeding, diafig. 
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‘his condition is serious. His mind is a com- 
plete blank so far as the game is concerned. 


He cannot remember anything about it, can- 
not tell even who won. It goes without say- 


ing Capt. Hinkey, like Capt. Waters, will not 


play football again this season. If his life is 


‘spared he will be fortunate. 


In the face of two such incidents as these 


it is useless for the cranks to assert that foot- 
ball is not a brutal game. Here were the two 
crack clubs of the country, composed of the 
strongest and most muscular young men in 
any similar organization. Several of them 
were injured more or less, but the two men 
who received the worst hurts were the two 
Captains, confessedly the strongest of them 
all, the best acquainted #ith the points of the 
game, and presumably the best qualified to 
take the chances of accident. Yet both of them, 
if they are not maimed for life, are so crippled 
that they will not play again this season, or, 
if they do, will not be able to fill their places 
properly. With such examples as these in 
evidence it is idle longer to claim that foot- 
ball is not a brutal game. It is as brutal as a 
prize fight or a bull fight. If professional 
athletes are so injured what must be expected 
but the chance of death or life-long suffering 
when amateurs meet and play the game under 
the same rules and by the same cruel methods? 


THE DEMOCRATIC MAYORALTY CANDI- 
DATE, 

John P. Hopkins is the unanimous nominee 
of the Democratic party for Mayor. His 
friends in the Armory Hall convention yester- 
day overcame the opposition of the old Harri- 
son City Hall combination and the German 
and West Side supporters of Mr. Wenter. Mr. 
Hopkins, though a young man, is an adept at 
politics. He was the local manager, of the 
Cleveland campaign and disbursed some of 
the funds collected by Mr. Whitney 
from Van Alen and others; Many of 
the ward workers who figure in Dem- 
ocratic conventions were in this way 
placed under obligations to Mr. Hopkins. 
He is recognized here also as the dispenser of 
the Cleveland patronage. Washington Hesing 
was his man for Postmaster and Mize for Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue. They have suc- 
ceeded. What wonder, then, if the numerous 
candidates for Appraiser, Subtreasurer, and 
United States Marshal flocked to his support, 
and that those whe expect the petty appoint- 
ments under the principal Federal officers 
clamored vociferously for his nomination? 
They were numerous and persistent enough 
to win. 

Mr. Hopkins’ nomination is purely a polit- 
icalone. He is a rank partisan political boss 
and nothing more. He has had no experience 
in public affairs. He held the petty office of 
Village Treasurer of South Chicago, which is 
without administrative duties or functions. 
He knows little or nothing about the complex 
affairs of the municipality of Chicago, its 


finances, its charter, or its principal 
ordinances. He has not resided long 
enough in the city to understand 


its needs or the duties of his office. He has 
nowhere and in no calling demonstrated his 
capacity to manage the affairs of a great cor- 
poration like this city, whose annual expendi- 
tures aggregate $40,000,000. 

He is said to be a nice, pleasant young man, 
but the people of Chicago scarcely will trust a 
young man of his inexperience, limitations, 
and local political’ surroundings with the 
supreme management of their public affairs. 
They hardly will prefer him to a man of the 
great experience and recognized ability of 
George B. Swift, the Republican nominee: 

The Republicans will make a great mistake 


if they think that John P. Hopkins is an easy | 


man to beat. Though a young man he has had 
large experience in political management, 
He is adroit and energetic. The promise of 
the Federal patronage will be used to his ud- 
vantage; the ward heelers will work energet- 
ically for him in the hope that they will 
be remembered. The City Hall gang will 
fight with desperation to retain its position on 
the pay-roll. The mapaging politicians at 
Washington, for whom Hopkins has been 
agent here, will throw the weight of their in- 
fluence into the scale for him. But with 
united effort, thorough organization, vigi- 
lance during the day of registration and revis- 
ion, and a good turn out election day George 
B. Swift can be elected Mayor by a large 
majority. 
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REDUCED INTEREST ON SAVINGS. 

For many years past the savings banks of 
this city steadily have paid 4 per cent interest 
on all deposits except such as were outside the 
usual time limitations. Through good and 
bad times, periods when money was scarce 
and others when it was plentiful, they paid 4 
per cent, and that rate has been adhered to 
for so long that it came to be looked on as no 
more subject to change than was the old- 
fashioned 3 per cent on British consols. 
Working men and women counted on that as 
the rate at which their little capital could be 


depended on to grow of its own power besides 


what additions might be made to it by them- 
selves, and many investments were made each 
month for minors on the same calculation. 

But “all things come to an end.“ The sav- 
ings bank people find money so plentiful the 
last few weeks, and so difficult to invest at 
paying rates in the class of securities to which 
they are limited, that they say they cannot af- 
ford to keep up the old rate. They might be 
willing to continue it if there was any pros- 
pect of a material improvement in the de- 
mand for money, but they see none. On the 
contrary, they say it is not likely to grow bet- 
ter under the pending tariff discussions at 
Washington, nor for some time after the pro- 
posed reductions have been authorized by 
law. So ata meeting of nearly every one of 
the Presidents of the fourteen savings banks 
in this city it has been decided that from and 
after the end of this month they will pay only 
3 per cent interest on all new accounts, and 
that the reduction shall apply to all deposits 
after the close of next June. 

This action will make a difference of more 
than $150,000 per annum in the interest 
paid on the aggregate of savings bank depos- 
its in Chicago. The toilers who have laid by 
a little money for a rainy day and placed 
it in the savings bank, confident that there it 
would earn them 4 per cent per year, will re- 
ceive $150,000 less than before. In this fact 
they will have an abiding reminder of the ef- 
fects of the legislation in the direction of free 
trade for which so many of them voted at the 
election of November last year, Not only is 
there imminent danger of a radical reduction 
in their wages, but the earning power of what 
they have saved up to date and of what they 
can save in the future is to be cut down. As 
the same reduction is likely to be made by the 
savings banks in all other cities this imm edi- 
ate result of Democratic policy and success 
soon will be felt all over the United States. 

Furthermore, the abundance of money 
which has led up to the action reported fur- 
nishes a practical answer to the insane ravings 
of the statesmen who claimed last summer 
that it was necessary to effect a vast expan- 
sion in the volume of the currency or there 
would not be enough for the wants of business. 
Money was scarce then because it was hoarded 
at home or put into safety deposit vaults in- 
stead of being placed in the banks, where it 
would have been available for lending in 
business channels. . The fault then was a lack 
of confidence, not of currency. There was 
and is plenty of the latter for all legitimate 
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they nad succeeded 


demanded by the 4 ae 
dollar unit down to a value o 
60 cents, as measured by the present stand- 
ard, there would not have been enough money 
then in the country for the wants of business- 
men. True, the reduction in savings interest 
might not have been resolved on, but the 
wage-savers would have lost about 45 per 
cent of their capital, and the 4 per cent inter- 
est received for its use would have no greater 
buying power than would 2½ per cent if paid 
in reduced value dollars. 

The announcement of reduction comes sud- 
denly and has a special cause—namely : fear of 
the results of Democratic legislation iu ro- 
gard to the tariff. Itmeans dullness of busi- 
ness, because people who would otherwise 
borrow money for the employment of labor 
fear to do so in view of thé probable marking 
down in selling price of all they might pro- 
duce at present cost of material and labor. 
But it is in line with the pronounced 
tendency of recent yeats to lower 
rates for the use of capital. Interest on ac- 
cumulations of money has declined more 
rapidly in the last twenty gears than have the 
prices of produce, while on the whole there 
has been no material reduction in the rate of 
wages paid to labor. The exertions of the 
toller are worth as much now asa few years 
ago, and twice as much as fifty years since, 
both measured on the same gold basis. But 
in that time the earning power of capital has 
shrunk fully one-half. Old residents of this 
city can remember the time when it was 
easier to obtain 10 to 12 per cent on un- 
doubted security tha it now is to lend out 
money safely at 5 per cent. In this highly 
important respect the wageworkers have 
gained an advantage as compared with the 
capitalistic class.

HOW CHICAGO KEPT ITS WORD. 

When it was announced over three years ago 
that Chicagoans had subscribed for five mill- 
ions of World’s Fair stock it was stated con- 
temptuously by some Congressmen and many 
New- Yorkers that those subscriptions were not 
worth the paper they were written on and that 
the list was a dummy one, gotten up for no 
other purpose than to induce Congress to se- 
lect this city as the place for holding the Ex. 
position. Even after Congress had acted the 
New-Yorkers asserted that the Chicago sub- 
scriptions never would be collected. 

It appears from Mr. Gagé’s paper in the 
Cosmopolitan on the finances of the Exposi- 
tion that the subscriptions aggregated 


$6,074,000. The subscribers represented all 


classes of the community and numbered over 
30,000. They included corporations, large 
and small, merchants, wholesale and retail, 
salaried men and workingmen, Under these 
circumstances, says Mr. Gage, it would be 
natural to expect a large delinquency. On 
the contrary, the collections footed up 
$5,600,700. The shortage was only 7.8 per 
cent. Mr. Gage is correct in his statement 
that— 

Many prosperous and able merchants and man- 
ufacturers would pay an equal perveritage for a 
guarantee of their carefully selected credits out- 
standing at any one period of time. 

During the long period of time between the 
payment of the first and the final iastallment, 
there were as a matter of course deaths 
among subscribers, There were - removals 
and business failures. A few subscribed 
merely to see their names in print with no 
intention of making more than the first small 
payment. That the amount’ not collected 
was only $473,000 out of six millions shows 
a faithfulness to pledges among all manner 
and condition of men in this city which never 
has had a parallel elsewhere, It is the best 
evidence that the word of the average Chica- 
goan can be depended on under all eiraum- 
stances, 


MAYOR SHANKS ON CHICAGO. 

Lord Mayor Shanks of Dublin delivered an 
address to the Municipal Council of that city 
Nov. 6, detailing his experiences and im pres- 
sions of Chicago and the great Fair. After 
paying a high compliment to the late Mayor 
Harrison he spoke of the extent to which 
politics enters into municipal affairs, The 
dominant party for the time being practically 
controls all public employments, but he saw 
no confirmation of the charge that corruption 
prevails here largely, and believes that public 
opinion, the keen rivalry of parties, ahd ‘a 
severely critical press make corruption very 
risky and difficult, The municipal organiza- 
tion is vast in its extent and in the 
variety of public interests intrusted to it, 
which utterly dwarfs in importance the 
municipalities at home. He found it 
presided over by men of the highest intelli- 
gence and largely of Irish blood. He was 
astonished at the almost despotic power 
wielded by the Department of Public Health, 
which must give a permit for all burials and 
insists on notification ef infectious diseases. 
He said “they have a quick way of dealing 
with non-payment of taxes in Chicago.“ and 
detailed the course of treatment pursaed. 

With its population of one and a half mill- 
ions the city spends each year the enormous 
sum of $3,700,000 on schools, thus paying 
for education alone nearly three times as 
much money as the municipality of Dublin 
spends for all purposes combined. Of course 
the result of this is a system of pub. 
lic school education to which Irish 
people at home are strangers. It is 
manifest in the high standard of in- 
telligence and the power of application to 
work which characterizes the American citi- 
zens of all races. Mayor Shanks admired the 
forethought displayed in providing for the 
recreation as well as the education of the peo- 
ple. He was gratified deeply to see what the 
American public schools have done for the 
Irish race in America. Most of the emigrants 
from his country were of humble position and 
had to accept humble employment. Today 
their children and grandchildren are a highly 
educated race and occupy foremost positions. 
The misrepresentation that the Irish race in 
America is a discredited and inferior race ap- 
pears absurd and ridiculous in the midst of 
the cities, where so many of them enjoy 
wealth and eminence and the respect and es- 
teem of all other nationalities. 

Of course the Mayor of Dublin was im. 
pressed with the extensiveness and complete- 
ness of our arrangements for fighting fires, 
supplying the citizens with water, lifting up 
buildings or “‘ carting them away to make 
room for others, and here and there demolish. 
ing a structure that would compare favorably 
with any on one of the streets of his own 
city. The Fair was a magnificent siccess, 
but, except in the matter of the Irish villages, 
did not do justice to Ireland. He said Irish. 
Americans were greatly disappointed that a 
really representative show of Irish products 
was not forthcoming, for they are very anx- 
ious to prove to their countrymen that Ire. 
land has much in the way of arts and manu-

WHY OIL STILLS THE OCEAN WAVES. 


The Wind Passes Along the Oily Surface 
with Reduced Power. | 

A great deal has been written about the in- 
fluence of oil on waves at sea, and of the 
practically useful action of oil in many cases 
there is abundant testimony, but little has 
been heard of the reason for the results ob- 
tained. W. J. Millar has found, from experi- 
ments made in shallow, broken water on the 
coast, where the wind and tide conflicted, 
that little or no advantage can be traced from 
the use of oil under such conditions; that is 
to say, the wave-motion being disturbed and 
under forces not wholly those of wind action, 
the oily film becomes broken up. In deep 
water, however, where the waves may be con- 
sidered as wholly formed by the wind, their 
forms are more regular, and it is in such cir- 
cumstances that the recorded examples show 
to the best effect. These effects suggest the 
real action of the oil. According to some 
theories the oil acts as it does when applied 
to bearings in 3 and thus the wind 
glides more easily over the oiled surface than 
it does over the water surface. It is difficult 
to see, however, that the frictional resistance 
between air and oil should be less than be- 
tween air and water, as the oil isa less mobile 
fluid than the water. Again. when we con- 
sider the surface tension of fluids, and can 
often observe their restraining action on as- 
cending air bubbles or Sonat Medien objects 
in glasses of water, we might suppose that by 
the addition of the ‘film of oil sufficient re- 
sistance was offe to the uprise of 
the upper part of the wave, and thus the 
tendency to break would be restrained. Mr. 
Millar comes to the conclusion that the action 
of the film of oil isone of separation, His 
view is that when we consider tendency of 
air to become saturated with watery vapor 
due to evaporation and of water to retain air 
by absorbtion, we may readily conceive that 
the impact of air on a watery surface 
will tend to cause a commmg- 
ling at the sur face of air and water which will 
thus offer sufficient resistance to the motion 
of the wind to throw the water and mixture 
into an undulatory movement, and, therefore, 
when this forward movement has exceeded 
the speed due to the periodic motion in the 
wave itself, the upper part in falling forward 
from the effects of the push of air from 
behind shows a foaming rush of broken 
water; that is, the air incorporated 
with the water and the water itself. Arguing 
on this basis Mr. Millar sees no difficulty in 
accepting the theory that the film of oil 
spread over the surface of the water effect- 
ually prevents the formation of baoken 
water; as the air and water are kept separate 
the tendency to mutual absorption at the sur- 
face is checked and the wind passes along the 
oily surface with reduced power of wave 
muking. 


To Boom the Dead Sea. 


London Illustrated News: Among the few sea- 
side places that are not much advertised in these 
days are the shores of the Dead Sea; they are 
not marine resorts because nobody ever goes 
tothem. It is now stated, however, that the 
Sultan—who isthe proprietor of the locality in 
question—and an American speculator have laid 
their heads together and devised a plan for 
its exploitation. Its waters possess plenty of 
salt, bitumen, and sulphur, which will be usefal 
for commercial purposes, and the associations of 
the neighborhood, it is hoped, will prove attract- 
ive to tourists. Two vessels, one large and heavy 
for local products, anda lighter one for passen- 
ger traffic, have acco y been conveyed to 

erusalem, and thence to the Dead Sea. A pickle 
manufactory is also to be erected on its shores. 
It is thought that every visitor would like 
carry away at least one bottle as a souvenir. It 
is curious, however, that not a word issaid about 
preserving the Dead Sea fruit, which has a world- 
wide reputation. ;

IDENTITY OF A GRAIN OF WHEAT. 


Processes Through Which It Goes in a 
Great Flouring MIL 

St. Nicholas: One who has never been in a 
flouring mill of the largest size can not real- 
ize what a peculiar lot of noises are made by 
the machinery. As soon as the wheat enters 
the machine from the long spout which brings 
itdown from the upper floors, it falls be- 
tween two rollers of iron—* chilled” iron 
they call it, and very hard iron it . is, too. 
One of these rollers revolves rapidly, 
the other more slowly. in order that 
the separation of the coat, or bran, 
from the kernel may be more easily accom. 
plished. The,wheat first passes between roll- 


ers separated just enough to allow the coat to 


be crushed. Itis then carried away up to the 
top of the mill again, to a room where the 
sun vainly tries to shine in through the flour- 
coated windows far above the city’s roofs, It 
next passes over a wire sieve which separates 
the bran from the kernel proper. 

This bran, which contains much of the flour 
material, again passes down and is ground 
once more, this process being repeated four 
times, making five grindings, each one finer 
than the one preceding it. Each time the 
fibrous or bran portions are more completely 
separated, and at last the bran comes out 
clear, brownish husk with every particle dt 
flour removed. 

The inside part of the kernel has mean- 
while been going through an interesting 
process. After the first 1 — or breaking 
it passes to a big six-sided revolving reel cov- 
ered with a fine wire netting or sieve, 
Through this reel the finer rtions of the 
kernel pass, corning out in what is called 
„ middlings,” a granulated mass which goes 
back to the rollers for another crushing. This 
process is repeated through five reels, all but 
the first being of silk. e last one has 120 
threads to the lineal inch. The flour which 
comes out of the fifth reel, while white in 
hue, is yet not of the finest or patent 
grade, but is classed as baker's, or second- 
grade flour. 

The middlings above referred to are puri- 
fi by an interesting process. hey are 
passed over a fine wire sieve, through the 
upper part of which a strong current of air is 

This holds in suspense tiny vor- 
tions of fibrous matter which may have been 
in the flour, and at last, after this process of 
middlings purifying has been very carefully 
carried out, the flour appears a spotless, 
snowy white—the patent flour, as it is 
called. In the process of grinding in this 
gradual and repeated way, the germ of the 
wheat, a tiny particle about the size ofa 
mustard-seed, is separated from the white 
flour. It is what one might call the life-part 
of the wheat. If it were ground up it would 
not leave the patent flour so white and pow- 
dery, so it is separated in one of the sievings. 
and passes into the darker or lower grade 
flour. It contains, however, the best and most 
nutritious part of the wheat. 

The last thing that happens to the pulver- 
ized kernel before it is ready for market is 
the filling of barrels or sacks. Down many 
stories through a smooth tube comes the 
white or patent flour. Under the tube is 
the barrel or the sack, as the case may be, and 
as it begins to fill a steel auger just the size 
of the barrel bores down into the flour. pack- 
ing * carefully and solidly beneath the broad

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JAPANESE CLANSMEN. 


Sons Who Died to Avenge Their Fathers 
The Forty-seven Ronins, 

No crusader of the West, no Viking of the 
North cherished a higher ideal of loyalty and 
chivalry than the clansmen of old Japan; no 
Corsican more ruthlessly handed down a: feud 
from generation to generation or exacted’ 
from son and brother the execution of a stern- 
er vendetta. The Satsuma men of today tri- 
umph in the fact that their own swords have 
avenged in this generation the defeat inflicted 
on their forefathers in the year 1600 by the 
Tokugawa clan. 

Legend and drama recount every day to 
eager ears the stories of scns who died to 
avenge their fathers, clansmen that they 
might slay the foemen who had caused the 
death of their lord. The favorite heroes, who 
hold in popular estimation the place assigned 
by us to Robin Hood and his men, are the 
forty-seven ronins, a name given to men who 
have lost their vlanship. 

Their lord was obliged to commit hara-kiri, 
or judicial suicide, for having within royal 

recincts drawn his sword on a noble who 

ad insulted him, and these stanch vassals 
devoted themselves to the destruction of the 
insulter, knowing assuredly that, having 
slain him, they woula be equally condemned 
to take their own lives. 

Still may be seen fresh incense sticks burn- 
ing before the graves of their leader and his 
young son and visiting cards stuck into the 
little tablets above them as tokens of the re. 
spect in which they are held by those who 
know their story and deplore their doom. 

Mr. Black records that at a review of Brit- 
ish troops in 1864 at Yokohama a great dal- 
mio was watching with interest the maneuvers 
of the regiments and batteries of artillery sta- 
tioned there. At the conclusion he was asked 


to allow the escort of his retainers who had

It may be said, if it pleases the opponents of the 
fragrant weed, that it is only one bad habit driv- 
ing out another, as the gout expels a fever, but 
the fever is, at ali events, far the more danger-

When a conductor decides to “ steal’? some 
time he requests the operator to report him 
out several minutes before he actually de- 
parts, so that he may run fast to the next sta- 
tion withoht it“ showing up against him on 
the train sheet in the dispatcher’s office. An 
operator who is “solid with the boys,” 
though he may have a standard clock before 
his eyes and a good watch in his pocket, will 
always ask a conductor what time he arrived 
and what time he left.

The inevitable effect of this victory was to 
create a profound distrust in the mind of 
2 of articles protected by 
tariff jaws.

fhile the burden of pensions is heavy, yet 
the losses and sacrifices of pensioners can 
scarcely be estimated. The results attained 
by them are so deeply cherished by 
our people as not to be measured by 
money. 1 know it is said that from Revo- 
lutionary times the power to suspend pen 
sions has been exercised without notice or 
hearing from the pensioner, but if this is so it 
is a departure from the established principles 
of justice which prevail asto all other claims 
or obligations—that no one shall be deprived 
of his rights without notice and hearing. No 
Union soldier desires the pension roll to be 
encumbered by one who is not lawfully en- 
titled to the pension received, but they insist 
that their rights once adjudicated shall not be 
disturbed without hearing. This feeling of 
pensioners and of those who sympathize with 
them had a deepand strong influence in the 
recent election. I know this to be especially 
so in the Democratic counties of Ohio, where 
all part‘es freely contributed the flower of 
their population to the Union cause. 

I also believe that the prolonged discussion 
of the silver question in tue recent called ses- 
sion had much to do with the result of the 
election. The almost universal feeling in the 
United States is in favor of the bimetallic 
standard of siiver and gold and the largest 
use of both metals for coinage that can be 
maintained at par with each other. But this 
indispensable requisite of equality of the pur- 
chasing powers of the two metals when coined 
must be maintained. The efforts made in 
1878 and 1890 to maintain silver and gold 
on a parity by the purchase of silver bullion 
and its coinage by the government proved 
equally unsuccessful. The object of these ex- 
periments was to prevent the further full of 
silver, but the result was in both cases the 
constant decline of silver compared with gold. 
When Congress met we had come to the forks 
of the road aud had to choose between either 
the free coinage of silver at its present ratio 
or the suspension of the purchase of silver, 
The President, in accordance with his. well- 
known opinions, earnestly recommended Con- 
eg to suspend the purchase of silver bullion. 
That opinion was supported by an overwhelm- 

majority of the House, and, I think, by a 
still stronger weight of popular opinion. The 
bill came to the Senate, where for weary 
months we had a spectacle of erdless 
obstruction, talk, talk, talk. No one 
could fairly blame the representatives of 
the silver-producing States for supporting 
a leading industry of their constituents. 
But time soon developed that there was a 
much more numerous population that cared 
nothing about silver or the parity of the two 
metals, but wanted cheap money in any form 
in which it could be produced. As the silver 
in the silver dollar was worth in the market 
about 57 cents they were in favor of that; 
they were in favor of revising the issue of 
State bank paper money; they were in favor 
of issuing United States notes and loani 
them to the people at 2 per cent. These an 
many other ideas approaching the borders of 
insunity threatened to overthrow the stable 
principles upon which the credit and honor of 
our country and our financial system rest. 
These cheap money ideas prevailed chiefly 
in the South and some portions of the West, 
and were opposed with practical unanimity 
in the North and East. This created a sec- 
tional division, always unfortunate, and gave 
encouragement to the wild fallacies and 
visionary dreams of Populists. It ia not to be 
wondered at that the conservative people of 
the North and East of both parties would re- 
volt at ideas at war with their convictions 
and that the Democratic party, which, though 
not entirely, isin the main responsible tor 

ideas, should meet with an overwhelm- 
ag * ten 

No doubt there were minor causes contrib- 
uting to the result, such as the disappoint- 
ment of officeseekers, the weakness of some 
of the appointments made, and the inevitable 
discontent which follows a victorious party

The effect of the recent elections on pros- 
ctive tariff legislation is problematical.

Should Be Done in the Same Direction 


She Has Much Disgust for the Women 
at the Fair Whe Made So Much of the 
Titled Foreignere=Gome of the Latter 
Were Disgusted.

It has never occurred to me that this re- 
public is faultless, It has never occurred to 
me that the way to correct evils is to conceal 
them and to play they do not exist. I have 
never enjoyed living in a fool’s paradise. If. 
as an individual, I cannot bear the truth, I 
ama poor creature. A nation that cannot 
bear it should be well thrashed. Sometimes 
I think we need just this sort of a thrashing 
to be taught to respect whatis truly great in 
the reat of the worid, and to stop the boast 
and swagger so offensive to well-bred 
humanity of every nationality. No doubt we 
have greatly improved in this respect 
since Dickens immortalized Jefferson Brick 
and Elijah Pogram in Martin Chuszlewit 
fifty years ago. The whole nation arose then 
asone man andone woman and denounced 
that immensely funny story and American 
Notes as absolutely false. A poor return 
forall we've done for you,” shrieked these 
silly Americans, shaking their fists at poor 
Boz. who had been persecuted with unsolicit- 
ed attention. pursued by curiosity mongers 
as a new kind of elephant or rhinoceros, and 
never allowed a moment's privacy. It was 
quite natural that he should write as he did. 
He was not De Tocqueville or Bryce, but a 
novelist and a reporter who wrote his kind of 
truth, 

Pograms and Bricks still walk the earth, and 
sometimes walk the halls of Congress. Dick- 
ens’ denunciation of slavery was deserved, as 
we now admit. What I deeply regret is that 
on his second visit to America,in 1868, the 
great English humorist apologized in a meas- 
ure for past criticism. He should have 
stood by his guns whether we liked the smoke 
or pot, To pander to popular clamor merely 
to swell box-office receipts is beneath the dig- 
nity of a man, 

“Then there are few men,“ exclaims a 
voice, ‘* for hear what our Congressmen state 
privately and then note what they promul- 
gate in public.“ 

Reqtiirements ofa Man. 

I have good reason to know how few real 
men there are in the world. Wearing trousers 
is not the only requirement of a man. ‘Trifles 
like character, backbone, integrity, self-con- 
trol, doing the right thing atthe right time 
are a few of the essentials of manhood. Were 
I asked what was the matter with most men, I 
should reply lack of virility and moral cour- 
age. This is the reason why there are so few 
good leaders. The dead level of mediocrity 
wallows in platitudes and traditions waiting 
for some human cyclone to force them out of 
their slough of inanity. 

Do you mean to publish such stuff as 
9 exclaims the voice. 
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Then you'd better emigrate. I shouldn't 
dare to. You won't have a friend left.“ 

Here's an udmission. The only way to have 
friends is to feed them on smiles and taffy, 
and never by any chance to draw an honest 
breath in their presence. The game is not 
worth the candle. Such triendship is 
not worth the most galvanized 
smile that ever entered a ballroom, 
and the sooner self-respect goes on a strike 
the better. There is getting to bea horror 
of originality and a hatred of personal liberty 
in this country that appalis the native philos- 
opher and foreign observer. People are so 
steeped in agreeing with the majority that 
they actually don’t know what to do witha 
person who naively does his own thinking 
and works out his own salvation from his own 
deductions,

You could have knocked me down with a 
feather. I, who am supposed to be frank in 
character. had lived to be told that I never 
answered a question honestly, for that’s what 
the criticism meant. As a matter of fact 1 
had stated the exact truth.

That same day another person made the 
same remark, and I began to wonder what 
was the matter with me. Then I turned the 
search light on my criticsto find out if the 
trouble lay in them, and I evolved this hypoth-

Judging me by themselves, these good people 

believed that for some deep and occult reason 

I did not wish to tell them the truth and there- 

fore resorted to the lie diplomatic. They 

would have been perfectly satisfied if I had 

guessed at possibilities, but bare, unvarnished 
fact was too novel for credence, 

Turn this over in your mind and I think 
you'll sympathize with my hypothesis. 

The reason so many men call me a scoun- 
drel,”’ once exclaimed a prominent specula- 
tor, is because I always tell them the truth. 
When they ask me about stocks I give an 
honest opinion, Believing I have some 
motive for lying, they act on the reverse ot 
my judgment, and when they lose money 
vow I’ve cheated them ”’ 

Behold the same principle involved. Truth 
is so great a stranger as not to be recognized 
when met. It is pitiful. 

Dickens is dead, but foreign critics galore 
are telling the world what they think of us, 
and I’m heartily glad of it. Some of them 
are not waiting to get out of the country to 
relieve their minds. The cleverest critic thus 
far is P ince Wolkonsky of St. Petersburg, 
mem be of the Royal Imperial Com- 
mission to the Columbian Exposition. 
That he is a Prince also pleases me, as I find 
that the Americans I meet are so much more 
impressed by titles than they are by plain 
misters and mistresses as to be democratic in 
name only. If I go into society conversation 
invariably swings round to the last interna- 
tional match, the gossip or scandal connected 
therewith, and the possibility of charming Miss 
So-and-So wearing a coronet. I’ve nothing on 
earth against titles, provided the bearers are 
noble men, but when I see my countrywomen 
tearing after every specimen of alleged aristoc- 
racy that darkens their horizon I wonder where 
their womanliness is situated and what sort of 
fathers, brothers, and husbands they have to 
endure such ignoble nonsense. 


Nauseated by Women. 


The women at the World’s Fair nauseated 
me with their double-barreled manners, one 
kind being for poor white trash born on this 
side of the Atlantic and the other for the more 
or less genuiné nobility whom they met for 
the first time in their lives.

A HISTORIC MYSTERY SOLVED. 


The Alleged Identity of the Man in the 
Iron Mask. 

St. James’ Budget: Of all historical prob- 
lems perhaps that of the identity of the Man 
in the Iron Mask has most excited intelligent 
curiosity. But at last the mystery hus been 
solved and all doubts set at rest by the patient 
investigations of Commandant Bazeries of 
the French army. While in garrison at Nan- 
tes M. Bazeries determined to decipher cer- 
tain dispatches of Louis XIV. and his Minis- 
ter Louvois addressed to Marshal de Catinat, 
whose cipher system had never been unrav- 
eled, although many specialists had tried to 
master its secret.

Leland Stanford University Destined to Be 
the Wealthiest in the World, 
London News: The Stanford University of 


California—founded by the late Senator Le- | 


land Stanford—is_ rapidly 
wealthiest institution of the kind in the world. 


colleges which enjoy enormous wealth. For 
example, Columbia University has an 
invested capital of $31,000,000; Far- 
vard, $11,000,000; Lale, $10,000,000; 
the California, $7,000,000; and the 
Johns Hopkins, $3,000,000. The endowment 
funds of the Stanford University cannot at 
present be stated, partly because the income 
from it will only accrue upon the death of 


Senator Stanford's widow, and partly because 


the benefaction exists in the shape of proper- 
ty which is increasing in value. But estimates, 
which appear to be well founded, have been 
made at San Francisco, showing that at no 
distant date the university will be worth 
$200,000,000, yielding an annual income of 
$11,000,000. 

The estate comprises large sections of the 
richest land in California, measuring 89,400 
acres, the whole of which is suitable for vine- 
yards and orchards. The Palo Alto property 
of 8,400 acres is ina high state of cultiva- 
tion, and largely planted with vines.

Forty Are Confined Pending Their Trial 
Prendergast’s Is the Most Celebrated 
Oase, That of George H. Painter Being 


a Close Second=The Number of People 
Accused of Taking Human Life Greater 
than Ever Before Known inthe His- 


tory of Cook County. 

Officials at the State’s-Attorney’s office of 
Cook County say that the number of persons 
held for murder committed during the last 
year exceeds that of any former year in the 
history of the county. Fifty-six indictments 
for murder were returned by the grand jury. 
Forty of the persons indicted are at present 
in the Cook County Jail on the North Side. 
In fifteen cases the defendants were let out 
on bail. The charge in a few of these cases 
was criminal negligence; in the rest it was 
manslaughter. 

„The amount of work that has been done 
in the criminal courts of Chicago during last 
year, compared to the number of criminals 
that have been and are waiting to be tried,“ 
said an Assistant State’s-Attorney to a re- 
porter for Tun Trisunz, has been and is 
small. We should have five Judges trying 
criminal cases, whereas at times we have had 
only two. There are only three now. The 
deaths of Judge Sugg and Judge Kettelle have 
seriously affected the progress of litigation. 
This month, however, after the new 
Judges take the bench, we will have a full 
number of criminal courts and the work will 
progress more rapidly.” 

The most sensational murder case that has 
been tried so far during the last year was that 
of George H. Painter, who murdered Alice 
Martin. The case of Patrick Eugene Pren- 
dergast promises to be the most celebrated of 
all. Of the prisoners indicted for murder 
Prendergast, who is 25 years old, is the 
youngest and Michael Kane, whois 55 years 
old, is the oldest. He has also been in prison 
the ‘longest, having been incarcerated since

„The Maid of Plymouth finds interest 
chiefly on the side of the picturesque. The 
several character presentations are well con- 
ceived on the part of those portraying them. 
As Masconoma, Mrs. Jessie Bartlett Davis sus- 
tains the naive frankness of the Indian maiden, 
a role which bears strong resemblance to the 
irrepressible Minnie Simperson of Gilbert's 
„Wedding March’’ in an admirable manner. 
The Captain Standish of Mr. Cowles and the 
Priscilla of Miss Reid show them especially 
fitted for the roles represented. Miss Walz- 
inger sustains the worldy Primrose with 
animation rather than chic, Frothingham as 
Hobomok is inimitable. Since the first pres- 
entation of The Maid of Plymouth 
Manager Nash has been at work 
industriously altering and rearranging 
the opera to secure greater rapidity of action. 
Had the recollections of the composer been a 
little more cheerful in the second act it would 
have been fortunate, for tiresome melodies, 
like dead bores, are best unrecalled. This 
really sterling combinstion will be missed.

“LOHENGRIN” IN PARIS, 


Lamoureaux Received More than 500 
Threatening Letters. 

Lamoureaux in an interesting interview 
makes the statement regarding the Lohen- 
rin“ performance attempted in Paris in 
1887, that he received no less than 500 
threatening letters forbidding the presenta- 
tion, and one-half the number threatened him 
with death. On the night of the performance, 
accompanied by twenty of his friends and four 
of the police, all armed with revol- 
vers, he made his way to the thea- 
ter. There the walls were plastered 
with placards bearing Death to Lamour- 
eaux.” Asa final climax he received a note 
stating that his only daughter would be mur- 
dered at the moment which he gave the 
signal for the beginning of the opera. Mme. 
Fides Devries, who had been intrusted with 
the role of Elsa, received a telegram as she 
was a bout to go on the stage saying that a 
bomb would be aimed at her. La- 
moureaux ascribes the chief blame of 
this —— episode to 2 intrigue on the 
rt of certain composers and publishers who 
eared that Wagner's operas would attain too 
u in France.

FOOTBALL IN SUMATRA. 


Same Old Game There as Here, Biting 


Hairpulling, and Kicking, 

Among the Malays football has been in ex- 
istence from time immemorial, but it is with 
them essentially a game, as, for instance, bat- 
tledoor and shuttlecock is with us, and it is 
not a contest. The football is rather smaller 
than that used at Eton, andis made of wicker 
work. Those who join in the game arrange 
themselves in a wide circle and kick tne ball 
from one to another with the inside, or at 
times with the flat of the foot. The object of 
the players is to keep the ball passing about 
without its ever touching the ground or th. 
hand of any one. Great dexterity is shown in 
this performance, and the ball is usually 
kicked toa very respectable height. There 
seems to be no penalty tobe exacted from a 
player who may kick the ball badly or fail to 
kick it at all. 

We had our own game of football, and the 
Dutchmen, assisted by two members of our 
team, scored two goals to our four. During 
the gume the natives collected in still great- 
er numbers, and at its termination they 
begged us to allow them to have a game 
among themselves. To this we assented, and 
two of us acted as Captains of the sides, num- 
bering about thirty players apiece, most. of 
them stripped to the “sarong,” and wrapped 
it round their loins, leaving the rest of their 
bodies bare. 

The ball was started, and then followed one 
of the most extraordinary games at football 
that has ever been seen. The game soon 
ceased to be a game at all, and became a 
veritable battle. 

As when a sort of lusty shepherds try 

Their force at football, care of victory 

Makes them salute so radely, breast to breast, 
That their encounter seemed too rough for jest. 

Hands, arms. and even teeth were used on 
all sides, blood flowed freely, and scattered 
about the field were soon to be seen the 
wounded, I might almost say the slain. As 
some fell exhausted to the ground they were 
removed and their places in the fray were 
taken by others, who ed forth eagerly 
from the crowd of spectators. 

Shouts of victory and groans of defeat rent 
the air. and at length things became 80 serious 
that the two Captains were obliged to seize 

the ball and bolt with it to the pavilion. 
The “ game thus came to an end and the 
players withdrew to their homes with the ex- 
cited crowd following at their heels, This 
must have been regarded as a red-letter day 
by the native community of Medan, and the 
visit of the Ora Puteh”’ (Englishmen) 
will be remem among them for some 
time to come. We received a hint next morn- 
ing from the authorities that the natives must 
not be allowed to take part in our games.—

SUDERMANN’S . REALISTIC PLAY 
PLAOES VIOE ABOVE VIRTUE. 


Modjeska Refines a Character That Vio- 
lates the Moral Code and Teaches That 
Independent Woman Must Be Touched 
by the Fire of Passion to Rise to Great 
ThingseAmple Reasons for Declaring 
the Piece Revolutionary in a 
Amusement Notes, 


It is no wonder in Germany, where 5 
authority still retains much of its patriarchal 
form and where military ideals prevail, 
Sudermann's Magda (Heimath) with its 
passionate championship of the individualism 
of woman should have been regarded as 
revolutionary in the extreme. That the 
postulate of the dramatist is calmly accepted 
in this country is because the social in- 
dependence of woman has been brought 
about in the course of peaceful evolution. If 
she has foregone certain privileges in con- 
sideration of the enlargement of her rights 
she certainly has lost none of her charms in 
the development of her powers, 


SCENE 


In the following passage in the last act— 
the few words omitted in representation ap- 
pear in brackets—Magda vindicates her right 
to independence, and also tries to vindicate 
her right (as she puts it) to love in her own 
=. 

agda—You reproach me because I disposed of 
3 fin my own way. without aski the con- 
sent of the whole family. Why should I? You 
threw mo on the world to make my own living. 
and then ostracized me because my profession 
was not to your liking. To whom did I lie? 
Against whom didI sin? If] had remained here 
a dutiful daughter like Marie, whois nothing and 
can do nothing beyond the shelter of her home; 
who will go straight from her father’s hands 
to her husband's; who gets everything from her 
family, bread, ideas, character, then you would 
have been justified. In such a case the slightest 
fault destroys and corrupts a woman. uch a 
woman would lose everything—conscience 
honor, and self-respect—and become an object ‘aa 
shame. But I—I was free—I was one of those 
women who go out into the world like men, and 
like men fight their own battles. If you give oe 
the right to starve—and 1 did starve—why do 
you deny us the right to love in our own way and 
to be happy as we understand it? 

Major--Yon imagine, my child, that because you 
are independent and a at artist you are su- 
perior to the laws — rules ot life. 

Magda—Leave the artist entirely out of the 
question. I claim nothing more than a seam- 
stress, a servant who has to to ant for bread—for 
love. O. I know well what society with its mor- 
ality demands from us. [It leaves us in the 
lurch, gives us neither protection nor pleasure; 
and in spite of it all expects us to live according 
to laws made for society only.] We are to wait 
in our corners, to wait there respectfully and — 
tiently until some suitor comes our way! In 
meantime the struggle for existence destroys — 
body and soul; — remains but bitterness 
and decay ; and we are are not allow to give 
what remains of our youth and vitality to the 
men our whole being yearns for. Bind us hand 
and foot—I don’t object—shut us up in haroms or 
convents ; but if you give us om don't be sur- 
prised if we make use bt it. 

In his heroine, which Mme. Modjeska in- 
terpreted with sympathy and brilliancy, the 
author advocated a doctrine more novel than 
that of the individualism of woman. It is the 
placing of sin above morality. For instance, 
in one of the interviews between da and 
Dr. Weber the minister regrets that joy had 
not entered his life at an early period. “oy 
interrupts him with this amendment: One 
other thing besides joy—sin., It is only 
through sin we can grow. To become great- 
er than our sin is worth more than all the 
purity you preach.’ 

This strikes one as the most significant ut- 
terance in the entire play. It seems to mean 
much more than Tennyson expressed in the 
following lines: 

1 held it truth with him who sings 
To one c.ear harp in divers tones, 
That men may rise on stepping stones 
Of their dead selves to higher things. 

Sudermann preaches not only purification 
through suffering, but exaltation through 
sin. Magda not only feels that she is a greater 
artist through her sin, but that she has reached 
a higher plane of womanhood, “ To become 
greater than our sin, she says, is worth all 
the purity you preach.“ Does this mod- 
ern school of dramatists in Ger- 
many, which is headed by Hermann, 
Sudermann, and Gerhart Hauptmann 
hold that the traditional laws of morality 
have forfeited their meaning; that what was 
formerly held to be with or without moral 
value is to have its position entirely reversed ; 
and that the new school, like the Satanic one 
of Byron and Shelley, has no hesitation in 
placing itself on the side of evil whenever and 
because it is the stronger one? 

*. hat softens the clashing of selfish interests 

„Magda is the holding aloft the Christ 
life in the personage of Dr. Weber. What- 
ever may be Sudermann’s theory regard 
sin (one finds it difficult to grasp his meaning 
he never loses sight of the i eal of self-sacri- 
fice. In Dame Care,” one of his novels, 
translated into Hnglish and published by 
the Harpers, the hero is possessed 
. the spirit of self-abnegation. 

o is an illustration of being a fool for Christ's 
sake. It requires a crime to arouse him to 
assert his individuality. To prevent his half. 
insane father from setting fire to a neighbor’s 
house the hero of Dame Care applies the 
torch to his own homestead—a homestead of 
which he has been practically the creator and 
conservator. He is acquitted of the crime, 
confesses his guilt, insists on being punished, 
and is accordingly sentenced to prison for two 
years. . When he is released the defect in his 
character is supplied, his individuality asserts 
itself, and he takes an honored place in the 
world. Through the so-called crime or sin 
comes the hero’s rehabilitation. 

From the esthetic point of view, which is 
the principal one, Magda proved to be a 
powerful modern wages 5 and it afforded a 
triumph to Mme jeska in the field of 
realistic acting. One uses the word realism as 
applied to those conditions of soul that are 
opposed to the idealistic or poetical, It is the 
province of this actress to refine Rosalind to 
the gentler temper of our time; to lift Marie 
Stuart to the plane of martyrdom ; to reduce 
Camille to the elements are

A pair af 
lawyers and a bank cashier with a fresh bruise 
on his right eye satat the long table, and 
back of the rail half of Harrisonville’s floating 
population was grouped. 

After the usual preliminaries the serious 
work of the examination was inaugurated.

BETRAYED B 4 JAW. 


E or THE MANDIBLE 
AS AW INDEX TO OHARACTER 


Evolution of an Important Organ Traced 
by a Scientist=Notable' Women Whe 


Have Had the Masculine Mark of 
strength- Role the Jaw Plays in the 


History of the Race—Its Use in the Ali- 
mentation of the Body—Existenee of 
Organized Being Impossible Without It. 

The mandible, or lower jaw, plays such an 
important part, physically and socially, in 
the history of . race that it merits a special 
chapter in any depar: ment of science made 

easy. Prom the origin of life, from that 
distant and obscure date when animals began | 
to be differentiated into many species, it has 
played the most important role in the alimen- 
tation of the bo ty. Without the lower jaw 
the existence of the organized being was im- 
possible. It seized the food, masticated it 
more or less imperfectly, and passed it on in- 
to the interior of the system, where it was 
changed into bone and muscle, writes Albert 
Sutlitfe in the San Francisco Chronicle, 

Ot late years sociologists have detected in 
its greater or less development, as shown by 
the shape of the chin, a sign of character. To 
have a retreating chin indicates a lack of en- 
ergy, while to have the chin square and bony, 
which comes naturally from modifications of 
the lower jaw, proves the possession of ener- 
getic qualities that have great value in this 
active life of ours. It is the persons who have 
weak lower jaws who get crowded to the wall 
in the struggle for life. It is these who have 
the mandible well developed who succeed and 
justify the Darwinian theory of the survival 
of the fittest. From this should be inferred 
the care parents may take in transmitting 
well-developed lower jaws to their offspring 
that they may live long and prosper in the 
land of their fathers. 

The original being, consisting only of a 
formless mass of jelly lying inert on the sea- 
shore, took in its food at one of its shapeless 
sides, and having extracted whatever nutri- 
ment it contained passed it out at the other. 
The route followed by the food became in 
time the intestinal canal with its auxiliary 
organs. The opening that admitted the food 
became from long use the mouth. The por- 
tions of the body about the mouth, instinct- 
ively extending toward the coveted nourish- 
ment, became in time the head; made hard 
and bony as locomotion came with the de- 
velopment of legs by contact with rocks or 
battles with other similar beings over the food 
that in the primitive world was never regular- 
ly supplied. The neck was developed by 
movements of the head from side to side in 
the efforts of the animal to maintain life. 

Development of the Jaw. 

The lower jaw was developed in this man- 
ner. As nearly all the food taken was lying 
on the ground and had to be picked up it was 
the lower part of the mouth—at first merely a 
lip—that was loweted and raised in the 
process. Hence the gradual evolution of the 
lower jaw, which, at first gelatinous, stiffened 
slowly into cartilage, and in due time, in the 
higher species of animals, hardened into 
bone. 

It was a very fortunate circumstance—and 
we do not find the matter alluded to by the 
comparative anatomists—that the primitive 
animal was obliged to pick up its food. If it 
had originally and habitually received its 
nourishment from abeve the result would 
have been quite different. In that case the 
jaw which now, from its position, is called 
the lower would have been developed at the 
top of the head, the cap of the skull being 
lifted up to receive the aliments destined aft- 
erward to find their way into the stomach as 
best they could. The nose would have been 
invected and the face seriously disfigured. 

As for the brains, regarded by many as an 
essential part of the human anatomy, though 
some persons seem to get on very well with- 
out them, it is hard to say where Providence 
would have found a place to put them 

Such, then, is the theoty of the develop. 
ment of the lower jaw, evolved 

Through long nights of labor, 

And days devoid of ease 
evolved, we may say, almost as laboriously 
as the jaw itself. 

We necessarily pass over lightly the history 
of the lower jaw in its subsequent stages, as 
it is seen in the carnivorous animals, in the 
simian race, in reptiles and in fishes, to ar- 
rive sooner at the argument of certain writ- 
ers of the present day, M. Lombroso, for in- 
stance, who endeavors to prove by the more 
decided development of tie features of the 
face. the lower jaw among the rest, that 
woman has been made by nature inferior to 
man. M. Lombroso says: 


Jaw as an Index to Character. 

Goong Eliot had the face of a man, an enor- 
mous head, hair disordered, a large n thick 
lips, a prominent mustache, a long face like a 
horse, and a voluminous lower jaw. . 
George Sand had the voice of a man and wore 
willingly a man's dress. Mme. de Stael had a 
man's face. Nearly all the genial women of 
England and America who have become cele- 
brated of late years had masculine features. 

Nearly all had the under jaw of a man. 
The tragediennes Sarah Bernhardt and Duse 
hs — even the lower jaw curved in the form of a 
saber. 

As remarked by the writer of these pas- 
sages—and they contain the opinions of sev- 
eral others adopted by Lombrose—the mas- 
culine lower jaw is, as a rule, more strongly 
developed than that of a woman, and no one 
can deny that the masculine character is gen- 
erally stronger than the feminine. The dis- 
tinguished actresses, Fanny Kembie and 
Charlotte Cushman, had the masculine voice 
and the masculine lower jaw. Contralto 
singers generally have the mandible well de- 
veloped. The mouth, chin, and jaw usually 
have a certain correspondence as regards 
size, and though it would be diffieult to prove 
that great strength of character is always as- 
sociated with a pronounced lower jaw, it 
could be easily shown that a very small chin 
is conclusive evidence of a feeble will. 

The woman of the small chin and conse- 
quently weak lower jaw frets, while the wom- 
an who has this feature strongly made scolds 
and, if her too great force of character is not 
tempered by goodness and sense, is the 
Peery of the household and of the neighbor- 


Americans, with the endless facility they 
have for coining words, have made a verb to 
express the action of each of the principal 
featares of the face. We have to eye, to 
nose out, “chinning’’ and “chin music,” 
and, the most expressive of all, to jaw.“ 
One or two of these expressions have come to 

us from England. The rough phrase, None 
°° yer jaw,” though it adds no credit to the 
mother tongue, is heard wherever the English 
language is spoken. Yet how few have ever 
thought of the philosophy of the lower jaw, 
not to speak of the manner of its evolution |
